Warders 
regain 
control 
of prison

MORE than TO prisoners iast 
night relinquished control of 
part of the maximum security 
Shorts Prison in Lanarkshire 
after an outbreak of violence 
that left six warders injured. 
The siege ended peacefully 
when 74 inmates gave them¬ 
selves up. 

The modem began an 
Thursday evening, when more 
than 100 men rimed in D ball 
of the prison, which holds 
some of Scotland’s most vio¬ 
lent inmates. A warder was 
stabbed and another was in¬ 
jured in the hand. Four offi¬ 
cers were hurt by missiles 
early yesterday when staff 
successfully stormed the din¬ 
ing halL Two warders were 
still in hosptoL one stable and 
foe ocher sarfrfartnry. 

After the authorities re¬ 
gained control of the dining 
hail 34 prisoners gave them¬ 
selves up. No hostages had 
been taken and nobody bad 
broken out on to the roof. The 
cause of the trouble has not 
been disclosed. 

The Scottish Office said that 
even before the end of the siege 
the rest of the jaD, which holds 
500 prisoners, was function¬ 
ing normally, although 
recreation, work and visits 
had been curtailed. 

Scotland has a penal popu- i 
lation of more than 5,000, : 
propor ti onately one of foe 
highest in western Europe. I 
Shoes Prison, halfway be¬ 
tween Glasgow and Edin¬ 
burgh. is one of Britain’s most 
modem jails. It was opened in 
1988 at a cost of £14.5 million 
and facilities indude ceils with 
toilets, a gymnarium, afibraiy 
and classrooms. 


Minister 
acts in 
adoption 
dispute

A MINISTER intervened last 
night in the case of an Asian 
nurse and her white business¬ 
man husband who were told by 
social workers they were “too 
rariafly naive” to adopt a col¬ 
oured child. 

John Bonds, a junior health 
minister, said that if the allega¬ 
tions against the social worker 
on fiie case were found to be 
correct, then his behaviour was 
unacceptable: 

Jim and Roma Lawrence said 
yesterday that they felt soda! 
workers were living in an “Alice 
in Wonderland world”. They 
said social workers told them 
they were naive about racism 
because they had foiled to suffer 
any abuse during 12 years living 
at Cromer on the north Norfolk 
coast 

Mr Lawrence, 39. who pub¬ 
lishes travel books, and Roma, 
41, a Guyana Indian part-time 
nurse at Cramer General Hos¬ 
pital, first tried to adopt a child 
two years ago. Their domestic 
circumstances seemed ideal—a 
detached bouse with half an 
acre of garden on foe edge of the 
quiet Norfolk resort Mr Law¬ 
rence said that a male social 
worker who went to see them 
“had all the textbook views. He 
xvss the one who really gave us 
grief. He said Britain was rife 
with racism and blacks were 
exploited by the capitalist 
system. 

"He continually referred to 
Roma as ‘blade*, even though 
we pointed out she is Asian. He 
didn’t grasp the difference. 1 
think flie most offensive thing of 
all was when he turned to me 
and said, *You think your wife is 
white, don Y you?* 

Mr Lawrence added: “I just 
told him we were man and wife. 
We don’t think of each other in 
terms of ctdour. 

“He was terribly upset that i 
we couldn’t give him any horror , 
stories abrazt racism which 
would confirm his prejudices. I 
said we hadn’t experienced rac¬ 
ism in Cromer. But he said we

The DNA tests they 
performed have settled a 
mystery of 75 years by 
showing beyond reason¬ 
able doubt that the bodies 
taken from a pit near 
Ekaterinburg in 1991 were 
those of Nicholas IL his 
tsarina and three of their 
children. The body of their 
youngest daughter.

stasia, has never been 
found. Descendants of the 
Romanov fondly, butch¬ 
ered by the Bolsheviks in 
1918, yesterday welcomed 
the findings of the Home 
Office forensic science 
team and said that foe 
family should now be giv¬ 
en a proper burial, prefera¬ 
bly at Ekaterinburg- 
The result of the tests, 
which included blood 
from the Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh. means that the 
claims of foe late Anna 
Andersen, the American 
who claimed to be foe 
tsar's youngest daughter, 
might now be settled one 
way or the other.

Confident Fowler mwm after four failures 

says Tories will 
win Christchurch 


SIR Norman Fowler launched 
the Tory campaign in Christ¬ 
church yesterday with a confi¬ 
dent prediction of victory in 
this month’s key by-deaion. 
despite the prime minister's 
popularity slumping loan all- 
time low. 

The Conservative party 
chairman, appearing at a 
press conference alongside the 
Tory candidate. Rob Hay¬ 
ward, said Ik was not cast 
down by yesterday's poll 
showing the Tories in third 
place for the first time since 
the heyday of the Alliance 
nearly a decade ago. “We’ve 
been here before," he said. 
“We’ve been here in the mid¬ 
eighties and we’ve been here 
in the early eighties." 

He pointed out that most 
voters, when asked, still be¬ 
lieved the Conservatives 
would win the next general 
election. 

Sir Norman said he was 
“comfortable" with the party 
being seen as the underdogs in 
the contest “because that's 
exactly where we were in 
1992". Asked if he thought the 
party would win the by- 
election, he said: “1 most 
certainly do." 

However, Sir Norman at¬ 
tempted to lower the stakes in 
a contest many commentators 
expect the Tories to lose by 
rejecting claims that the by- 
election had become a test of 
John Major’s leadership. 

“We’ve already had our test 
of John Majors electoral pop¬ 
ularity. It was called the 
general election." he said. 
“John Majors leadership at

that point won us the general 
election." 

Sir Norman described the 
Christchurch contest as “veiy 
different" to the disastrous 

Newbury by-election, when 

traditional Conservative vot¬ 
ers deserted the party in 
droves. “Since Newbury it has 
become much more apparent 
that the economy is recover¬ 
ing." he said. “We have un¬ 
doubtedly got the economy 
turning round and aiming out 
of recession." 

Mr Hayward spent the 
morning attempting to seize 
back the initiative by leading 
his campaign on the law and 
order issue. “A tough stance 
against criminals has always 
been top of my personal 
agenda,” he said. Mr Hay¬ 
ward has been forced on the 
defensive in the early stages of 
tiie campaign by the dominant 
concerns to date of VAT on 
fuel and the implications of the 
government's public spending 
review. 

Yesterday Sir Norman tried 
to deflect widely aired con¬ 
cerns among the elderly voters 
in the constituency by 
emphasising the govern¬ 
ment’s determination to ad¬ 
dress the nation’s wider 
economic problems. 

“We will be doing no fa¬ 
vours to anyone if we ignore 
problems like the PSBR.” he 
said. Elderly people above all 
understood that the health of 
the economy was the "most 
important building block of all 
the policies". The government 
had no intention of cutting 
pensions, he said, but had to 


face up to the problems associ¬ 
ated with an ageing society. "A 
government that is afraid to 
look at these tong-term trends 
has tost the will to govern." 

Labour concentrated its fire 
yesterday on Mr Hayward's 
refusal to attend an all-party 
breakfast meeting with local 
business leaders. Robin Cook, 
the Labour trade and industry 
spokesman, who attended the 
meeting, said Sir Norman had 
delivered “a calculated insult" 
to Christchurch voters by con¬ 
ducting a television interview 
outside the hall where the 
meeting was taking place. 

Mr Cook added thar he 
could not believe that Robert 
Adley, die sitting MP in 
Christchurch for 19 years be¬ 
fore his death in May. would 
have been prevented by “party 
functionaries" from attending 
a meeting with constituents. 

The Tory camp claimed that 
l egal restrictions on broad¬ 
casting before the close of 
candidate nominations pre¬ 
vented than from attending 
the meeting. Mr Hayward hit 
back at the Labour and 
liberal Democrat candidates 
by issuing “a unique chall¬ 
enge" to appear with him in a 
broadcast question and an¬ 
swer session with the press 
after the dose of nominations 
on Wednesday.

Sefton, the Hyde Park bomb horse, dies

THE Household Cavalry horse that 
attracted national fame and sympathy 
when badly injured in the IRA bomb 
blast in Hyde Park. 11 years ago this 
month, died yesterday, aged 30. 

Sefton. whose celebrity briefly 
matched that of Red Rum and Desert 
Orchid, had been enjoying retirement 
from army service at a sanctuary near 


Princes Risborough, Buckinghamshire, 
when his condition began to deteriorate 
through age and lameness. He was 
taken to the Defence Animal Centre at 
Melton Mowbray, Leicestershire, where 
army veterinary surgeons decided to pot 
him down. 

"It was confirmed that the lameness 
was incurable and Sefton would be 
unable to continue life in retirement," 


an army spokesman said. His death was 
apparently unconnected with the horrif¬ 
ic injuries he sustained when the 
terrorist bomb exploded on July 20, 
1982. killing an officer, three soldiers 
and seven horses. 

After two months’ recuperation. 
Sefton returned to active duty for two 
years until, aged 2L be was retired to a 
farm in die Chilterns-

Ex-mayor 
jailed 
for theft

A LEADING Conservative 
party figure in West Yorkshire 
was jailed for nine months 
yesterday for stealing £8^00 
from the Huddersfield Can-* 
servatrve Association. 

John Holt 53, a former 
mayor of Kirklees and mem¬ 
ber of the West Yorkshire 
police authority, used the 
money for his son’s twenty- 
first birthday party, home 
improvements and to settle 
debts. Jailing him at York 
Crown Court. Judge Cotton 
said Holt had sadly abused 
people’s trust in him and had 
now been recognised as a 
fraud and a hypocrite. 

Holt had denied six charges 
that he pocketed the money 
over five months from Sep¬ 
tember 1990 when he was a 
trustee of the Huddersfield 
association. He has since re¬ 
paid tiie money, which came 
from a £10,000 legacy left by a 
life-toag Tory supporter. 

James Stewart QC, for the 
defence, told the court that 
Holt who had twice stood for 
Parliament and once for a 
European seat was now a 
ruined man. "He was to all 
intents and purposes the Hud¬ 
dersfield Conservative Associ¬ 
ation. People now shun him, 
they don’t want to be tainted. 
He has been removed from 34 
committees and is in danger of 
becoming a bankrupt"

Judge jails boy’s

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DNA tests identify tsar’s skeleton

BRITISH scientists have 
proved “virtually beyond 
doubt" that bones unearthed 
in eastern Russia in 1991 are 
those of foe murdered Tsar 
Nicholas H and his family. ' 
The ktentificafion of the 
banes by Home Office scien¬ 
tists as those of foe Romanovs 

is a triumph for the new 
science of DNA analysis. 
Minute traces of foe genetic 
material extracted from foe 
bones were compared with 
DNA from die Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh, whose grandmother 
was foe tsaritsa’s sister, and 
two descendants of the tsar . 
The scientists from the Foren¬ 
sic Science Service laboratory 
at AJdermaston, Berkshire, 
led by Dr Peter Gffi, pushed 
the technique to its timits to 
. make the identification. 

Two techniques were used 
to establish the identity of the 

nine skdetons found at Ekate¬ 
rinburg. The scientists exam¬ 
ined first the DNA from 
cellular organisms called rm- 
‘ todwndria. which descends 
unchanged down the female 
fine. Mitochondrial DNA 
•from a sample of Wood given 
by foe Duke of Edinburgi 
match ed that from the banes

Anorexic died after 


hospital bed hunt

A YOUNG woman who 
starved herself until she 
looked like a concentration 
camp victim might have sur¬ 
vived if there had not been a 
shortage of hospital beds, an 
inquest was told yesterday. 

Sir Montague Levine, the 
coroner for Southwark, south 
London, recorded an open ver¬ 
dict on Helen Morris. 22, say¬ 
ing that he was so concerned 
he was using his powers to call 
on the health department to 
urgently review the problem. 

Miss Morris’s desperate 
parents had been trying to get 
their daughter into a specialist 
anorexia nervosa unit at foe 
Maudsley hospital, Camber¬ 
well, south London, since last 
November, but were told there 
was no space. By tbe time a 
bed was found an February 12, 
the coroner said, she was an 
emaciated five stone, “danger¬ 
ously lU". and looked like foe 
victim of a “terrible famine” 
She had an “excavated 
stomach, reminiscent of the 
pictures of survivors of Ger¬ 
man concentration camps 

such as Belsen at the end of the 

second worid war”. 

Dr Janet Treasure, a consul- 
tain psychiatrist, told the in- 

r t that the Maudsley’s unit 
anorexics had rally ten 
beds and. although there was 
always a waiting list, there 
was a threat of the number 


being cut. Sir Montague said 
such a move would amount to 
a travesty. 

“One would Eke to have 
thought she could have gone 
into hospital earlier." he said. 
“She may have had a better 
chance. We shall never really 
know that. Evidence in this 
case suggests that there is a 
shortage of beds for the treat¬ 
ment of file condition known 
as anorexia nervosa... There 
should be an urgent review of 
the bed situation so that 
patients can be admitted 
earlier." 

The hearing was told that 
Miss Morris, of Marlow Bot¬ 
tom. Buckinghamshire, with a 
BA in English and history 
from Oxford Polytechnic, 
began dieting when her 
weight increased from a nor¬ 
mal 10b stone to 12 stone. 

When she entered the 
Maudsley, she had tost more 
than half her body weight and 
was very weak and breathless. 
She was transferr ed to King's 
College Hospital, where 
another bed shortage meant 
she had to be taken to nearby 
Dulwich Hospital. 

When she finally underwent 
surgery, it was found her 
“fragfle” stomach had burst 
open. She developed septi¬ 
caemia, which led to multi- 
organ failure, and died four 
weeks later.

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Detective predicts Nickell 
killer will strike again 


Kidnap fears over

THE three-year-old son of 
Rachel Nickell. who saw her 
murdered on Wimbledon 
Common 12 months ago. has 
“blossomed" after moving to 
France with his father, the 
detective hunting her killer 
said yesterday. 

But Det Supt John Bassett 
said that Alex had been unable 
to give police any important 
new information and the in¬ 
vestigation might have to be 
halted. The worry remained 
that the murderer was a 
psychopath who might be¬ 
come a serial killer. "It's very 
likely he will kill again." Mr 
Bassett said. 

He said that Alex's father. 
Andre Hanscombe, remained 
“paranoid that whoever killed 
[the boy'sj mother will find out 
where he is living and will 
come back ro harm him. It's a 
fatherly concern, i would 
think there is practically no 
chance of the young child 
being harmed, but it's difficult 
to convince him." 

Miss Nickell was murdered 
on July 15 as she walked with 
Alex and their dog. She was 
stabbed 49 times and her son

was found clinging to the 
body, calling to his mother to 
get up. 

Mr Bassett said yesterday 
that Alex and his father, a 
professional tennis coach, re¬ 
turned to Britain two weeks 
ago and the boy was inter¬ 
viewed again by police. There 
had been difficulties talking to 
him immediately after the 
murder but now he was much 
more helpful. 

Although Alex had provided 
new information, it had not 
taken the investigation sub¬ 
stantially forward. Mr Bassett 
said. The squad could be 
disbanded within two months 
unless there was a spectacula r 
breakthrough in the hunt for 
die murderer. 

"It’s very likely he will kill 
again. It does not have to be 
Wimbledon Common. There 
are a lot of parks and open 
ground, in that part of 
London." The fact that there 
had been no further attacks 
was not significant because

other killers paused before 
striking again. 

“On the information placed 
before me, 1 have got to say he 
will be back again. This is the 
psychologists* view." Psycho¬ 
logical profiling suggested a 
killer aged between 25 and 30, 
living with his mother, sexu¬ 
ally inept or inexperienced 
and probably unemployed.

The detective, a veteran of 
nearly a score of successful 
murder enquiries, said: “Ev¬ 
ery senior investigating officer 
needs an dement of luck. 
Perhaps ( have used mine up 
in the last 29h years.” 

The investigation has cost 
£1.5 million. Thirty-two men 
have been arrested and ques¬ 
tioned and 548 suspects have 
been ruled out- Mr Bassett 
said there were still 148 men 
that police had to check. 

Mr Bassett who retires in 
tiie autumn, said there was no 
link to any other murder, 
although be had examined the 
killing of Katie Rackliff.

Housing market still 
* fragile, says Halifax

HOUSE prices have been 
most buoyant in East Anglia 
and in Yorkshire and Hum¬ 
berside, the two areas to sbow 
the largest quarterly house 
price rises, according to the 
latest survey by the Halifax 
building society. 

The figures show average 
price movements from mid- 
February to mid-May, reflect¬ 
ing the upsurge in (he market 
in ApriL More recent falls in 
the last two months of 12 per 
cent inMay and LI per cent in 
June are not included. - 

The Halifax says that the 
underlying regional picture of 
house price inflation is not as 
buoyant as the figures sug¬ 
gest. confirming its view that 
any recovery is fragile. 

In the North. Humberside 
and Yorkshire showed the 
sharpest rises of 4.6 per cent 
between the first and second 
quarter, and are only 1.9 per 
cent below levels a year ago. 

In East Anglia, prices rose 


by 5.1 per cent in the second 
quarter, die largest regional 
increase this quarter, al¬ 
though over the year prices 
have fallen by 3.4 per cent In 
London, prices rose by 22 per 
cent, but have fallen by 5 J per 
cent over the year, farther 
than any other region. From 
their peak in the last quarter 
of 1988. the average house 
price in Greater London has . 
fallen from £105.000 to 
£76,700 (minus 27 per cent). 

House prices in the South 
West and South East rose by 
similar amounts in the second 
quarter—3.1 per cent and 3J> 
per cent respectively. In the 
North and the North West, 
prices rose by by 26 per cent 
and 3.1 per cent respectively. 
The smallest quarterly rise 
was in the West Midlands , 
just 1 per cent on the previous 
quarter. 

The average price of a 
house nationally is now 
£62.440.

Burden of old buildings 
splits Church of England

THE Church of England faces 
further division this weekend 
when traditionalists and evan¬ 
gelicals debate the future of 
old church buildings. 

Anglican clergy are increas¬ 
ingly polarised between those 
who believe that Christianity 
should not be encumbered by 
the expense of maintaining the 
rich trappings of church build¬ 
ings and those who see their 
role as caretakers of a pricelsss 
heritage. 

A report to the General 
Synod, meeting in York this 
weekend, says: “Some people 
consider their church a bur¬ 
den, a millstone around their 
necks.” There is tension be¬ 
tween toe rotes of a clergyman 
as trustee of a rich heritage 
and as an evangelist setting 
forth unhampered by posses¬ 
sions, it says. 

Clergy fear the building can 
soak up parish funds, becom¬ 
ing “something of an idoL an 
end in itself, not to be touched 
bin greedy for every pound 
that has to be spent on its 


repair and maintenance". A 
view that has gained strength 
since the second world war is 
that all church building, since 
the Roman emperor Constan¬ 
tine gave official status to 
Christianity, has been flawed. 

The report. Mission in Mor¬ 
tar, condemns the hostile re¬ 
ception sometimes given to 
tourists, who represent an 
opportunity to raise money for 
the building and preach the 
gospel. It says: “Even details 
of service limes may be re¬ 
stricted to those in the know. 
One Suffolk church displays 
no advertisement of its ser¬ 
vices on its locked doors or by 
the church gate since those 
concerned should know any¬ 
way . Strangers are not 
welcome." 

The report, by the Council 
for the Care of Churches, says 
that too often church buildings 
have been a focus for sectarian 
rivalry, with denominations 
determined to outshine each 
other in size and splendour. 
Parishes can be obsessed with 


"keeping up with the Joneses 
of the neighbouring parish", 
altering buildings for reasons 
of fashion rather than mis¬ 
sion. Others take no care. “In 
an age when presentation 
becomes ever more sophisti¬ 
cated, dowdiness is easily read 
as dullness, rather than holy 
poverty." 

The Very Rev Christopher 
Campling, dean of Ripon and 
chairman of the council, said: 
There has grown up in the 
church die feeling that build¬ 
ings are a burden. Our report 
says there is a burden in them 

but they are our great heritage 
from the past which we use in 
the present for the future. 
They are an aim of the 
gospeL" 

Of 16,000 Anglican chur¬ 
ches in use, three-quarters are 
listed as buildings of historic 
interest Many of the others, 
mostly built this century or 
last, are expected to be listed 
eventually. Despite icono- 
clasm. indifference, fire and 
theft they still contain an 


"amazing array" of objects 
and are not simply architec¬ 
tural shells, the report says. 
They are often die only places 
where local craftsmanship can 
be found, and should respect 
the contribution of die "lowly 
artisan". 

St Ethelburga’s, the metfi- 
eval church in die City of 
London badly damaged by an 
IRA bomb in April, is a case 
where clergy from different 
wings of the church are unable 
to agree on the future of the 
site. Some Anglo-Catholics ar¬ 
gue for total restitution but are 
opposed by evangelicals who 
resist rebuilding. 

Today, the synod will 
debate plans to withdraw rec¬ 
ognition from two theological 
colleges. Women priests, per¬ 
sonal debt, the need to review 
clergy performance and the 
breakdown of clergy mar¬ 
riages are also on the a genda 
over the next four days.

PRESIDENT Yeltsin confi¬ 
dently declared yesterday that 
the G7 group of nations will be 
expanded into a new G8 
forum and Russia will be the 
new full member.

The G7. at John Major's 
suggestion, yesterday invited 
Mr Yeltsin to next year’s 
summit in Naples: Mr Yeltsin 
accepted. President Clinton 
also favours the regular ap¬ 
pearance of Mr Yeltsin at 
future G7 summits. “You will 
see Mr Yeltsin here [at G7 
summits! as long as he re¬ 
mains president of Russia, 
and I think that will be quite 
some time.” he said. 

The Japanese, however, 
who agreed that Mr Yeltsin 
should attend the Naples 
summit, stQl have reserva¬ 
tions about the assumption 
that the Russians should par¬ 
ticipate automatically in annu¬ 
al meetings of representatives 
of the world's leading industri¬ 
al nations. “It is important in 
the current circumstances that 
Russia should attend this 
meeting and the next one. but 
the fact remains that Russia is 
neither one of the world's 
seven leading industrial na¬ 
tions nor one of the eight 
leading nations," said a Japa¬ 
nese foreign ministry official.

Why was it 
necessary to deprive me of 
tot? You ask if I was angry 
that you brought about our 
parting. No. I think tot you 
were not thinking of yourself 
when you did it" 
‘IlKiUegitrmate daughter of 
a Moscow actor, Inessa was a 
beauty who despite her poor 
buffi married into the indus¬ 
trialist Armand family. A 
feminist and member erf the 
early Bolshevik aides hi 
Moscow, she caused a society 
scandal-fry doping with her 
husband’s brother when be 
Was ,18. after ffie birth of her 
foA son. She took part in 
the abortive 190S revolution, 
was arrested and exiled in a 
remote Siberian village but 
escaped an a sledge and went 
into Parisian exile. There die 
met bwln and his wife, 
Nadezhda Krupskaya. 

; Lenin, in his letim, appar¬ 
ently kept a careful eye on his 
reputation. Where as she ad¬ 
dresses him in the familiar 1 
form of7>i, he responds in the 1 
formal ByL She ends with: “I 
kiss you over and over"; he 
signs off with, "I give you a 
firm handshake". 

I n 1918 she accepted the 
dangerous mission of trav- • 
effing back to France to secure 
the release of Russian prison¬ 
ers of war and left with a 
friend a letter for Lenin to be 
delivered in case of her death 
and marked, “For him and 
only for him". It does not 
seem to have survived. 

In 1920, after she com¬ 
plained of fatigue, he wrote 
her another of his non* 
commital letters suggesting 
that she take a hatiday-She 
accepted his advice as so often 
before but contracted cholera 

on the train, and died before 
she reached her d e s tinati on- 
Lenin showed rare emotion at 
her funeral, leaning on bis 
wife for support She was 
boned in Red Square. 

The wreath from her lover 
read simply: "To Comrade 
Inessa, ftomVJ. Lenin." 
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says Mr Susak. would have to 
leave. Krajina Serbs are dear¬ 
ly nervous that Mr Milosevic 
might drop his support but 
there are signs chat the Serbi¬ 
an president is in fact attempt¬ 
ing to consolidate his position. 
His Socialist party is to open 
branches in Krajina.

As people chat in the queue, 
shifting from one foot to the 
other to fight off die morning 
chill, a group of soldiers toting 
Kalashnikovs appear out of 
the morning misL Suddenly, 
inexplicably, one of the sol¬ 
diers unleashes a tear-gas 
grenade. The explosion and 
acrid smoke send civilians 
coughing and spluttering into 

the tabby. 

Some think it was an acci¬ 
dent.

queue. All agree life has 
become unbearable. “Dying 
would be better than this slow 
torture," says Haris, an elder¬ 
ly man from the dgarene 
queue.

THREE variations on the 
theme that "homosexuality is 
incompatible with military 
service" will be occupying 
President Clinton's attention 
today during his visit to South 
Korea after the Tokyo summit 
Les Aspin, his defence secre¬ 
tary, took the options to Seoul 
yesterday with only one week 
remaining before Mr Clinton 
must resolve the contentious 
issue of barring homosexuals 
in the US military. The presi¬ 
dent set the deadline of July 15 
last January when he was 
forced to retreat from his 
campaign pledge to lift the 
ban outright 

Since then, heated objec¬ 
tions have been voiced by all 
six joint chiefs of staff, led by 
General Colin Powell and 
emboldened by support from 
Republicans and conservative 
Democrats in Congress. Dur¬ 
ing tense meetings Mr Aspin 
and the chiefs have agreed on 
a policy known as "don’t ask, 
don’t tell" — meaning recruits 
will not be asked if they are 
gay or lesbian, but those who 
are must keep quiet about it 
The joint chiefs have unani¬ 
mously insisted that the pro¬ 
posed shift must retain the 
statement from current policy 
that homosexuality is incom¬ 
patible with military service. A 
milder, second version says 
homosexualityis incompatible 
only if demonstrated by a 
member erf the armed forces in 
conduct, statements or by 
entering into a same-sex mar¬ 
riage. Mr Aspin lias also 
worked on a secret, third 
option for Mr Clinton's con¬ 
sideration that apparently 
borrows dements from the 
first two.

Army stands ready to Lottery winners strike 
take over in Pakistan it lucky in Wisconsin

INTERVENTION by the Pa¬ 
kistan army to break five 
months of deadlock in the 
federal government looks in¬ 
creasingly likely, although it 
may fall short of an outright 
takeover. 

With the government politi¬ 
cally paralysed, attempts by 
the army to persuade Presi¬ 
dent Ishaq Khan and Mian 
Nawaz Sharif, the prime min¬ 
ister. to agree on terms of co¬ 
existence. appear to have 
broken dawn. 

Mr Sharif’s writ no longer 
runs beyond the federal capi¬ 
tal. since the provincial gov¬ 
ernments are in tire hands of 
opponents. The military, 
which has said it has no desire 
to seize power, wants die two 
rivals to work together until 
October, when presidential 
elections are due. 

The president, aged 78, is 
not expected to seek another 
fiveyear term of office. Nei¬ 
ther side, however, looks will¬ 
ing to compromise and H is 
plain that me political paraly¬ 
sis cannot continue that long. 

"I can see the possibility of 
the army intervening to knock 
heads together.” a senior 
Western diplomat said. 
"There are also rumours that 
the army might take over 
entirely for a short period to 


sort things out. I could forsee 
the military becoming in¬ 
volved for a kmg time. That 
would be unacceptable to 
Western governments." 

Die president appointed 
General Abdul Waheed. the 
army chief, and the two men 
remain close. Some observers 
believe Mr Ishaq Khan may 
prefer outright military inter¬ 
vention to any solution that 
allows Mr Sharif to remain in 
power, or which might permit 
Benazir Bhutto, the opposition 
leader, to return to office. 

In 1990 he sacked Miss 
Bhutto, then the prime minis¬ 
ter, at the army's behest 
Having previously worked 
with General Saul Haq, the 
late dictator, he clearly has no 
aversion to military rule. 

Miss Bhutto seems deter¬ 
mined not to let any arrange¬ 
ment work that would keep 
Mr Sharif in power. She is 
threatening to launch mass 
street demonstrations unless 
the government resigns. 

Mr Ishaq Khan has rejected 
demands by Miss Bhutto to 
dissolve parliament and sack 
Mr Sharif, since he did just 
that in April and was humili¬ 
ated by the supreme court, 
which declared the move un¬ 
constitutional, reinstating Mr 
Sharif. 


E ven the people who 
reside in Fond du Lac. 
a small, blue-collar 
town on the shores of Lake 
Winnebago, in Wisconsin, say 
it is. or was, an exceptionally 
boring place to live. The pace 
is slow, and the town's main 
products are cheese, fish and 
boat engines. And multiknil- 
lion-dollar lottery ticket 
winners. 

On Thursday the organi¬ 
sers of the single most valu¬ 
able lottery in US history, 
worth $111 million (£74 mil¬ 
lion), announced that the win¬ 
ning ticket had been purcha¬ 
sed on Main Street, Fond du 
Lac. But the winner, who has 
yet to be named, w3I not be 
the first lottery millionaire to 
emerge from this otherwise 
unremarkable town: in the 
last three years two more win¬ 
ning tickets, worth about $20 
million each, were bought on 
exactly the same street. 

The chances of winning this 
week’s Powerbail lottery have 
been estimated at 55 mlUidn to 
one; the likelihood of three 
winning tickets turning up in 
the same place is somewhere 
around one billion to one. 

Since die announcement of 
the winning ticket. Fond du 
Lac has bon invaded by a 
small media army and lottery 


ticket punters. “A lot of people 
think since we sold the win¬ 
ning ticket... the possibility 
of another winning ticket 
coming up was reality good." 
Dolly Ebert of Express Conve¬ 
nience Centre, told USA 
Today. 

Over the last three years 
there have been seven lottery 
winners, worth about $220 
million, in the area between 
Fond du lac and nearby 
Beaver Dam and West Bend, 
now known as the "Golden 
Triangle". 


A s the latest winner has 
not been identified, 
speculation is rife 
among Fond du Lac's 35,000 
in habitants. A local radio 
station said the winner was a 
local school teacher who bad 
gone to Florida to tell his 
family; another rumour point¬ 
ed lo a waitress in a local cafe 
who has not been sera since 
the vanning number was 
announced. 

Although there is much 
local pride over another win, 
some residents are less 
pleased, pointing out. not 
unreasonably, that the chan¬ 
ces of producing another win* 
ntn g ticket are so low it is not 
worth buying them any more.

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We may not know who you are, 


A lthough a number of sus¬ 
pects have now been in 
custody for some time 
in connection with the bombing 
of the World Trade Centre m 
February and the more recently 
foiled conspiracy to Wow up sev¬ 
eral other sites in New York City, 
very little seems to be known about 
most of them. They belong to what 
the American media like to refer 
to as the “murky*' world of 
Islamic fundamentalism, popu¬ 
lated by foreigners of impenetrable 
mystery. 

But not all bombers are con¬ 
sidered so unfathomable. Here is 
a description of one published 
a couple of weeks ago in The 
New York Times. He is a white 
man in his late thirties or early 
forties, reared in the Chicago area, 
and with a High School education. 
He is “a neat dresser who leads a 
meticulously organised life, the 
kind of person who likes to make 
lists". 


He is “quiet" and “an almost 
ideal neighbour", but suffers from 
low self-esteem, which has given 
him problems in dealing with 
women. Despite his good educa¬ 
tion. be lacks social skills: and this 
has meant that he has worked in 
mostly menial jobs. 

What is interesting about this 
detailed description is dial it refers 
to a person whose identity is 
completely unknown. It is a psy¬ 
chological profile by the FBI of a 
person who is believed to have 
mailed, or placed, more than a 
dozen letter or parcel bombs in the 
United Stales over the past IS 
years. Although there had been no 
such bomb attacks for six years 
until last month, die FBI believes 
that all of diem were the work of 
one maa They don't know who he 
is. but they daim to know almost 
exactly what he is like. 

How is that possible? On the 
lace of ft . the FBI doesn't have 
much to go on. It says that the

bombs were made with enormous 
patience and expertise, which sug¬ 
gests a meticulously organised 
person. It also says dial his choice 
of targets shows that he must 
be mobile, winch suggests he often 
changes his job. In addition, all of 
the bombs had features in com¬ 
mon, indicating they were con¬ 
structed by die same person. But 
the rest seems essentially to be 
speculation. 

The borabert motives, for exam¬ 
ple, remain a complete mystery. 
Since 1978, when he embarked on 
his campaign of terror, his targets 
have been either universities or 
airline and aircraft companies. Be¬ 



cause the victims have tended to be 
involved in computers or other 
sorts of high-cafonotogy, the police 
suspect that the bomber may bear 
some kind of grudge against die 
world of advanced science. But 
that is just a guess. “We don’t even 
ie selects his victims, or 


even whether he is aiming the 
bombs at individuals, institutions, 
or particular ideas that foey repre¬ 
sent" a police investigator told The 
New York Times. 

It may seem surprising, then, 
that the police think they know 
such tilings as that he has prob¬ 
lems in dealing with women and 
that“tfhedoeshavea relationship, 
it is probablywith a woman who is 
younger than he'*. 

The FBI has publicised these 
extrapolations because over the 
years it has grown increasirigly 
confident of its ability to produce 
accurate psychological profiles of 
unidentified serial criminals, espe¬ 


cially serial sex killers. This work 
has been refined over 21 years by 

the behavioural science unit of the 

FBI bi Quantise, Virginia, but ft 
h as a much longer history. (As 
long ago as 1956, a . New York 
psychiatrist called Dr James Bros' 
sd astounded America with a 
prediction that a "mad bomber* 
who had planted 32 parcel bombs 
around tree city would be wearing, 
when arrested, a neatly buttoned 
double breasted suit — and so, in 
the event, he was.) 

The acknowledged expert in the 
field is a former head of the 
behavioural science unit, Robert 
K. Kessler, whose book Whoever 
Fights Monsters was published, by 
Simon & Schuster in Britain last 
year. The profile of the fetter- 
bomber conforms very closely to 
the book's stereotype cf the so- 
called “organised " serial kilter, the 
usually tidy and presentable boy- 
next-door type, who enacts his 
murderous fantasies with meccu-

David Hunt’s support for women’s 
training schemes should not be 
brushed aside, says Libby Purves 

A woman’s 
place is where 
she likes 


I f you can run a home, you can 
run a company, is a co m mon 
enough saying among femi¬ 
nists, businesswoman and those 
who encourage women to come 
bock to the workplace. The mess¬ 
age to full-time mothers and house¬ 
wives has long been that domestic 
skills are as much a test of intelli¬ 
gence and character as anything in 
industry, and that therefore the 
powerful sense of inferiority felt by 
women who take some years out of 
their career is misplaced. 

If you can hancue a toddler or a 
recalcitrant plumber, says the new 
wisdren. you can handle a tempera¬ 
mental client; if you can steer your 
way good-humouredly through the 
thicket of interlocking school runs, 
broken-down cars, Easter bunny 
costumes to be made overnight, 
your mother's operation and three 
ladies dropping out simultaneously 
from the meaJs-OTMvheds rota, you 
are already more efficient at time- 
management titan a lot of execu¬ 
tives . Women pant out that the 
“interpersonal skills" developed at 
the school gate are not so different 
from those re¬ 
quired at a sales 
conference, and 
that if you can 
make a pound of 
ounce last for two 
meals, you have the 
makings of a red- 
hot financial con¬ 
troller. Or. possi¬ 
bly. Chancellor. 

All these tilings 
have been said by 
inspirers and lead¬ 
ens among women. 

It did sound odd. ___________ 

however, to hear ~ 
them said by a man. When John 
Majors last reshuffle transferred 
the cabinet responsibility for wom¬ 
en's issues from Gillian Shephard 
to the new employment secretary, 
David Hunt, there were raised fe¬ 
male eyebrows. Have women come 
all this way, just to have a man 
speak for them in cabinet? 

Mr Hunt, I suspect, feels much 
tile same. There are few more un¬ 
comfortable jobs than to stand 
irreversibly outside a group — 
whether sexual, ethnic, or profes¬ 
sional — and claim to speak for it 
When a man, with a wife at home, 
well-pressed shirts and a govern¬ 
ment chauffeur, says that mothers- 
of-fbur are “good managers", it is 
almost impossible not to listen for 
condescension. When the National 
Housewives Association heard him 
say it in the context of the proposed 
recognition of housework as part of 
a National Vocational Qualifica¬ 
tion. the association president 
Irene Watson, used the word 
“patronising" straight away, call¬ 
ing it a “feather-duster scheme". 

But lair's fair. If Mr Hunt is 
going to be around for tong, women 
of ail persuasions would do weQ to 
make friends with the idea of a 
spokesman. We may take heart 
from the fact that he has four 
children himself, and a wife of 
reputedly strong mind; and should

Jane Skinner, of the charity, talks of 
a process of “validating” these 
skills and having them checked 
“accredited verifiers” — thou 
these verifiers do not, you may 
relieved to hear, actually turn up at 
students’ homes to evaluate the 
stale of foe ovens. Emerging from 
the fog of jargon, for which Ms 
Skinner apologised, came a nugget 
of truth as solid and prosaic and 
useful as any ironing-board. What 
foe pilot scheme did. to be blunt, 
was mainly to ovoid teaching the 
women things they already knew. 
“Certain interpersonal drills; the 
organisation of work and setting 
priorities; in some cases, telephone 
skills , were things they already 
had," Ms Skinner said.

12 got full NVQTs in 
business administration, and six 
achieved qualifications in comput¬ 
er literacy, information technology 
and desktop publishing.

Younger mm and women, 
novices in foe workforce, habitually 
take up to two years to do the same. 
"One of the powerful bits of 
the process". Ms Skinner observes, 
“is getting women to recognise and 
admit to themselves that they have 
these skills. Giving them a name 
hrips." There is rigour: they have to 
produoe or demonstrate verifiable 
evidence, which may be written or 
may involve showing how they 
handle a situation with confidence. 
Since no two domestic experiences 
are quite the same, this involves 
a certain amount of expensive one- 
to-one contact with a trainer. On 
the other hand, some money will 
inevitably be saved, since foe 
Birmingham experience is that if 
you do not treat all entrants as 
absolute beginners it only takes 
a quarter of the time to train the 
older ones. Women approaching 40 
should nof be treated as d they had 
been in suspended animation since 
they last earned. Altogether, a 
satisfactory experiment and one

We shall continue watching, and 
see how it is actually applied on a 
larger scale. The "ironing-board to 
boardroom" initiative could end up 
as an underfinanced, ill-thought 
out bureaucratic and patronising 
feather-duster of a scheme. On the 
other hand, properly developed, it 
could save time and matey, and 
it foe present waste of per- 
sensible grown-up women 
who are discouraged from using 
the second half of their fives in 
powerful and effective ways.

I have been given a bode so 
delightful that I must share it 
Hie bode is about nightin¬ 
gales. It is just 100 pages kmg, 
and is foil of foe same darting 
rhythms as that mysterious bird. 
Richard Matey's Whistling in the 
Dark (Sindair-Stevenpri) is poetry 
and prose, natural history, mem¬ 
oir, myth and music. Every night¬ 
ingale that has captivated human 
imagination is in this book. I have 
read it twice. I have sought the bird 
in Berkeley Square (where I cannot 
believe it ever sang), bought hs 
song on cassette, and plunged into 
the London Library to study foe 
great ornithologist Edward Arm¬ 
strong's “masterpiece on bird¬ 
song". I am almost an expert 
Why the nightingale? Why not 
the lark or the thrush, the robin or 
the blackbird? Mr Mabey has no 
doubt The “carefree fluency" of its 
song is unrivalled in ornithology 
and offers poos a ready contrast to 
the melancholy of daily life. The 
ghtmgale arrives in April from 
rica, throws back its bead and 
sends into the spring air hs long 
spondees, which rise in tempo and 
shatter in a burst rtf arpeggios. To 
H.E.Bates foe noise conveyed “a 
sense of breathlessness and re¬ 
straint of restraint about to te 
magically broken... a sort of tuning 
up, then flaring out in a moment 
into a crescendo of fire and hooey". 

By 1650, scholars were attempt¬ 
ing to capture nightingale song in 
written notation, a task that has 
fascinated musicians ever since. 
Modem recording has disclosed 
tbe difficulty. Computers have anar 
lysed birdsong into as many as 150 
separate notes in a second. Amom- 
entary chad of a nightingale 
becomes an ultrasonic symphony 
of harmonies and percussives, glis- 
sandi and tuttL The composer 
David Hindley has delved into 
these chords and found in them 
perfect musical formations. A 
nightingale's larynx can produce 
four distinct notes at once — and 
with its mouth shut Has all of 
nature a mare astonishing creatiOD 
ian the larynx of a nightingale? 

To foe medieval troubadours, the 
nightingale’s song, the insistent in¬ 
tervals leading to a frantic tumWe 
of notes, was full of sexual connota¬ 
tion. In parts of Italy, "hearing foe 
nightingales sing" (Ludir cantor 
I'ttsignuolo. wrote Boccaccio) re¬ 
mains a euphemism for sex. Al¬ 
ways foe bird has been a symbol of 
spring and of romance. Dtyden 
“stood entranced and had no room 
far thought / But all overpowered 
with ecstasy of bliss" The bird's 
annual arrival was God’s affirma¬ 
tion of rebirth. 

To the Romantics the nightingale 
was irresistible. Shelley declared: 
''Sounds overflow the listeners 
brain / So sweet, that joy is almost 
pain." Keats had only to hear it 
"singestof summer with ftxIRhroar 
ted ease” and imagine it retreating 
across Hampstead Heath, beckon¬ 
ing him to his end. So intense was 
die inspiration that he sat under a 
tree and wrote foe famous ode in 
just three hours. "Now more than

ever seems it rich to die.. .While 
thou art pouring forth thy soul 
abroad / fn such an ecstasy?" 

FTOm Pliny and Ovid to Milton 
and Blake, foe nightingale’s call 
was insistent Cedi Sharp found 
identical folk songs as for apart as 
Somerset and the southern Appala¬ 
chians. carried over three centuries 
from the one to the other by early 
seders: “Hade, hark, said foe fair 
maid, how the nightingales do 
sing" Not to be left out the 
Metropolitan Railway Company 
advertised its new estates as 
“blessed with the song of nightin¬ 
gales". In Metroland, these birds 
“render Rkknumswoith a Mecca to 
foe C5ty man pining fa country”. 

Nightingale song is mostly terri¬ 
torial, though observers often note 
young nightingales seeming to sing 
“ for foe sheer joy of ir. The sang is 
performed by foe male while foe 
female builds Die nest and incu¬ 
bates the eggs. Mr Mabey watched 
one bird sing its heart out while its 
mouth was still full of food for its 
young. An ornithologist reported in 
1929, “l have never seen a ted so 
brimful of emotion. Each time be 
visited his brooding mate he sang 
such a song as I have never heard 



before." Its mouth too was fuIL (Is 
there a role here far the Royal 
Opera canteen'?) 

Another ornithologist, named 
Montagu, discovered in 1802 that 
whoi the female was removed fron 
the nest, the male sang even louder. 
He pointed out that birdsong was 
not merely territorial but crucial to 
species identification for mating. 
Anustrong even discusses whether 
nightingales sing in local dialect 
Some claim to be able to detect 
regional variants, bathe could de¬ 
tect no difference between a Nott¬ 
inghamshire nightingale and one 
in the Camargue. I should have 
thought every nightingale musical¬ 
ly unique, like every soprano. 

Nightingales can be trained. Two 
Berlin zoologists captured two 
pairs and were able to teach them 


up to 60 different musical phrases. 
As for endurance, tbe nightingale is 
phenomenal One has been record¬ 
ed singing continuously for five 
hours and 25 minutes without a 
moment’s pause. The record is 
reputedly 23h hours in one day 
(presumably with stops for breath). 
Can any other species beat that? 

I am glad that Mr Mabey 
addresses head-on foe Nightingale 
Dil emma: whether its song should 
be treated as melancholy or mis¬ 
chievous. Is it foe mournful dryad 
of the trees, seducing Keats to an 
early death? Or was Coleridge right 
to deride such a view as of “same 
night-wandering man whose heart 
was pierced with the remembrance 
of a grievous wrong, or slow 
distemper a neglected lover? To 


Great War, bringing foe delicious {* 
music of borne to tearful soldiers. 
Nor are they averse to show 
business. It was the second world 
war that gave the nightingale its 
biggest audience. The cellist Bea- 
. trice Harrison had found a nightin¬ 
gale singing along with her when 
she was practising in her garden. 

In 1924 she suggested that the BBC 
attempt to broadcast this duet 
Lord Reith opposed the plan on 
the grounds that “tinned nightin¬ 
gale” would stop people going out 
info the woods and lanes for 
themselves. It would also kill 
conversation — a quaint objection 
from the founder of raffia But foe 
' BBC’S first outside broadcast went 
ahead The nightingale performed 
in a coppice alongside the cello, and 
did so annually for 18 years until 
1942. Only when the nightingale , 
found itself c o mp et in g with an »• 
overhead bomber did the defence 
ministry declare the broadcast an 
intelligence breach and stop the 
transmission. This duet, of nightin¬ 
gale and bomber, ecstasy and 
death, was secretly recorded and is 
a classic of broadcasting history.

^nature, both in sight and sound. 

And foe most beautiful in sound is 
the n i g h ti ng ale. Its song is not, as 
Mr Mabey says, a waystation on 
an evolutionary road to sane 
higher, sound, to Bach a the sop- V 
rano voice. lt is pure music, a com¬ 
plete and finished thing, “different 
from me in ways I cannot ima¬ 
gine ... an example of foe continu¬ 
ally mysterious emergence of beau¬ 
ty from matter".

The American method erf 
approving members of the supreme court 
has shown that committees are no less 
fallible, than individuals in their choice of 
judges. Preferable by far is Lord Mackay’s 
proposal that the Lord Chancellor continue 
to appoint judges but consult more widely 
than in the past and involve'suitable lay 
people in the selection. 

Lord Mackay is the first Lord Chancellor 
to adopt a truly strategic approach to judicial 
appointment The appalling delays in the 
courts caused by judicial overstretch have 
been described by the Lord Chief Justice, 
Lord Taylor, as a “national disgrace", a ; 
problem highlighted by the announcement 
in March that 10 more judges would be ap¬ 
pointed to deal with the backlog of cases. As 
part of his appointments reform, the Lord 
Chancellor now plans to improve the fore¬ 
casting of numbos and particular expertise 
needed at different levels of the judiciary. 
That is a considerable step forward. 

The challenge for Lord Mackay now is to 
preserve the appeal of a career on the bench 
to the very best lawyers. The suggestion erf 
the Royal Commission on Criminal Justice 
that judicial performance should be more 
closely monitored deserves consideration 
but must not lead to the abolition of judicial 
tenure, an important constitutional safe¬ 
guard of the judidaiy*S independence. The 
government should also withdraw its plans 
to make judicial pensions conditional upon 
20 years’ service on the bench. Since the 
retirement age forjudges is to be reduced to 
70 next year, banisters and solicitors who 
join the judiciary over the age of 50 will now 
be denied this basic entitlement If the Lord 
Chancellor's reforms are to achieve their 
aim, this absurd anomaly must be corrected.

Britain. was a racist society. Therefore,

The logic of this argument sounds 
ominously like the coercive approach of 
totalitarian societies: those who cannot see 
the “truth" must be reeducated so that their 
eyes may be opened. If those who do not see 
racism — even when, they are its supposed 
victims — are condemned as ignorant (and 
discriminated against in matters as serious 
as adoption) then eventually fewer people 
will be willing to admit to this failing. Thus 
the mythology of Britain as an endemicaUy 
racist society will be reinforced through 
intimidation. 

The Lewis's loss of the diance to adopt is a 
tragedy for them and for any child who 
might have had the benefit of all that they 
had to offer.

July S) a ad the threat of 
renewed Iraqi invasion of Kurdish 
areas in the north, raise the prospect 
of yet another punitive strike against 
Saddam Hussein's military facilities. 

What is missing, however, and is 
now urgently needed is a much 
subtler, but much more effective, 
long-term political strategy which will 
steadily undercut Saddam'S power 
and pave the way for his replacement. 

First, die United Nations should in¬ 
sist that Saddam's internal blockade 
of the Kurdish areas be now lifted. Im¬ 
posed in November 1991. it has 
produced extreme shortages of both 
fuel and food in the north. 

It is absurd that the UN has im¬ 
posed an embargo on Iraq for its fail¬ 
ure to comply with UN resolutions, 
yet acquiesces when Saddam imposes 
a counter-embargo on the Kurds. If 
Saddam won’t lift his embargo, the 
UN should do it for him by exempting 
tiie Kurdish areas from the UN block¬ 
ade. At the very feast, the UN 
sanctions committee should permit 
selective exemptions, particularly oil- 
refining equipment and tractor parts, 
so that tiie Kurdish economy can 
become more viable in its own right. 


Secondly, in security terms, rather 
than pull out UN forces and then 
threaten massive military retaliation 
if an Iraqi invasion occurs, it would be 
much better to keep the preventive 
threat of UN force firmly' in place. 

Drastically reducing the number of 
UN security guards in the Kurdish 
areas, as is now proposed, and 
leaving in doubt the crucial air cover 
controlled under Operation Provide 
Comfort from Zakho, simply give 
Saddam the fatal message that toe 
international will is waning or. even 
worse, losing interest. 

_ Thirdly, the UN and the West 
should be promoting a new con¬ 
stitutional settlement for Iraq. The 
Iraqi National Congress, which in¬ 
cludes all the anti-Saddam factions, is 
calling fora federal structure for Iraq. 
Regional autonomy would be secured 
for the Kurds in the north and the 
Shiites in tiie south, but a single 
central government, chosen by free 
elections, would continue to rule the 
whole of Iraq. 

Strong Western support for a 
representative and democratic Iraqi 
opposition would constrain Saddam's 
power far more effectively than an 
arbitrary array of punitive air raids.

June 
3C> as well as Marc Weller (article, 
June 28) contend that the recent US 
missile attack on Baghdad cannot be 
justified under article 51 of the UN 
Charier since that article refers to an 
"armed attack" on a state in order to 
trigger the justification for self-de¬ 
fence. It is submitted that this is 
mistaken. 

It has long been accepted under 
traditional international law that an 
attack upon the armed forces of a state 
(the rationale for the US bombing raid 
on Libya in 19S6) or upon its head 
(arguably this extends to a former 
head) does indeed constitute an 
“armed attack" which triggers the 
right of self-defence. The use of the 
word “inherent” in article 51 ensures 
that this doctrine is incorporated into 
the law of the UN Charter. 

However, this "right of self-defence" 
is a precise and limited concept 
formulated, ironically, by a fo r m er 
US secretary of stale. Daniel Webster, 
in his celebrated Note of April 24.1841, 
requiring Britain to show a "necessity 
for self-defence, instant, overwhelm¬ 
ing. leaving no choice of means and 
no moment for deliberation”. 

None of these elements was present 
to justify the recent US raid.

Lotteiy concerns 

From the Director of the National 
Council for Voluntary Organisations 
Sir. Bernard Levin invokes Dostoev¬ 
sky and Aristode to augment his 
concerns about the introduction of the 
national lottery (“A fluttering of bish¬ 
ops", July 2). 

This council, which repr e sents the 
interests of the country's 170.000 
charities, also has concerns, but of a 
more practical nature. It commis¬ 
sioned NOP research, which revealed 
that charities could lose £230million a 
year in donations once the lottery was 
in operation. 

NCVO wants the percentage of the 
lottery proceeds earmarked for the 
five “good causes" — arts, sports, 
heritage, the voluntary sector and the 
millen nium fund — raised from the 
present S per cent to a more realistic 
35 per cent. 

Mr Levin quotes the Bishop of St 
Albans as saying the lottery was “a 
morally flawed experiment”. A report 
by the Calouste Gulbenkian Founda¬ 
tion on the views of die country's 
religious faiths concluded that gam¬ 
bling “no longer presents an urgent 
ethical question", although strict 
regulation was still needed. 

I suspect that those Times readers 
who do win substantial sums on the 
lottery wont be tempted like Dost¬ 
oevsky, and Mr Levin himself, to 


stake all on the gambling tables of 
Baden Baden.

THE DUCHESS OF VALDERANO 




The Duchess of Valdenmo, 
Dnchess of Castd di Spand and 
Marqncsa de Rio Casld died in 
London on Jo^6aged 73. She 
ws born at Becfcinglon, near 
Frame, on July 15,1919. 

roR all her exotic-sounding titles, 
the Duchess of Valderano came of a 
thoroughly English background. She 
was bom Honor Mary Langford- 
fllnsbury, the daughter of Air Vice- 
Marshal Thomas Audley Langford- 
Sainsbuiy, a much decorated first 
world war airman, and his wife 
Maude Hamilton Russell Mortimer. 
She was brought up in Somerset and, 
partly as a result of having rheumatic 
fever badly as a child, was educated 
at home. 

She first met her husband—whose 
titles derive from Italy and Sidiy — 
as a small girl, and encountered him 
again more seriously at her coming- 
out party. She and the then Lieuten¬ 
ant Ronald Waring were married 
shortly afterwards in 1941. She 
accompanied her husband on his 
various domestic postings but when 
he was sent overseas to Liaise with the 
Italian partisans in northern Italy 
srawremained at Lymington with her 



two children. During the war she 
also served as a VAD spedalising in 
radiography. 

Once the the war was over she 
joined her husband in Italy, where 
what remained of the family estates 
existed. She spoke fluent Italian. 


French, Spanish, Portuguese and 
German, which made her a useful 
partner in cloak-and-dagger opera¬ 
tions (this was the early, tense period 
of the Cold War]- She played a major 
part in the escape of Count Almasy 
who had managed to get out of a 
communist prison in Hungary in 
1948 and came through Rome with 
KGB agents in hot pursuit This 
culminated in a 100 mQe-an-bour car 
chase through Rome to Ciampino 
airport where she and her husband 
got Almasy onto a plane to Cairo just 
as it was about to take off. She was 
also a first-class shot One night, 
crossing the Fata Pass between 
Bologna and Florence, an attempt 
was made to hold up the staff car 
which her husband was driving. A 
bandit fired a blast from a sub¬ 
machine gun which went just over 
die top of the windscreen. Travelling 
at about 40mph she fired back 
instantly and. with a single shot from 
her pistol, succ e eded in knocking the 
bandit head over heels into the ditch. 

On another occasion she took pan 
in the interrogation of a senior 
Hungarian Communist diplomat. 
She and her husband had had an old- 
fashioned wire recording machine 


flown out from London but had 
experienced great difficult in \ 
it to work. After 24 hours 
practising with it — for testing 
purposes their two children sang 
‘Bandiera Rossa" (which they had 
been taught by the cook) and she 
recited “The Owl and the Pussy-Cat" • 
— everything seemed satisfactory. In 
die interrogation the Hungarian was 
nervous and jumpy but the micro¬ 
phone had bon duly concealed in a 
vase erf flowers and, in some triumph, 
the wire was seat off via embassy 
courier to Loudon. Alas, all that came 
out of it — when the top brass 
gathered to listen to it — were two 
piping children’s voices singing "The 
Red Flag" and a woman reciting a 
poem about a bird and an animal 
going “to sea in a beautiful pea-green 
boat". A secret message promptly 
came through from London asking 
for the key to the code. 

The years went by in Ireland, in 
Italy, in Spain and in Africa, in which 
continent she and her husband 
travelled very extensively. In 1961, 
1962, 1964 and 1966 she was in 
Angola and the Congo with ber 
husband and later all over Mozam¬ 
bique and Zimbabwe. For 20 years. 


her home, however, was in Portugal 
where the Duke of Valderano, as 
Ronnie Waring became at the begin¬ 
ning of the 1960s, was an instructor at 
the Nato war college at Pedroucos, 
just outside Lisbon. After the Portu¬ 
guese revolution in 1974 they moved 
between Rome, London, the United 
States and Brazil, with her husband 
again lecturing at various defence 
colleges and institutes. 

The Duchess of Valderano had a 
great capacity for malting friends in 
whatever country or company she 
found herself. There was also a 
marked caring, compassionate side 
to her. which could be displayed as 
much to animals as to human beings. 
More than anyone else, she was 
responsible tor getting the cats, 
which frequent the forum and the 
other classical ruins of Rome, classi¬ 
fied as bring part of the monumental 
sites to which they belong and thus 
bang entitled to protection under 
Italian law. She was appointed a 
Dame Grand Cross of the Order of St 
George and a Dame Grand Cross of 
the Order of St Ignatius of Antioch. 
She is survived by her husband, the 
I8th Duke of Valderano, and by a son 
and a daughter. 


DOUGLAS BELL 


George Douglas Hutton 
BdL CUE, FRS. former 
Director of the Plant 
Breeding Institute. 
Cambridge, died on June 
27 aged 87. He was born 
in Swansea on October 
18.1905. 

A YEAR in the United States, 
working with H. V. Harlan 
gave G. D. H. Bell an insight 
into the genetics of barley 
which was to lead to an 
outstanding contribution to 
British agriculture. 
fSfriown to his colleagues as 
GUHB and to his family and 
friends as Douglas. Bell took a 
first in botany at Bangor and 
then gained a state scholar¬ 
ship to Cambridge. 

When he arrived at the 
University of Cambridge in 
1928, his need for a practical 
application of his work was 
satisfied by postgraduate re¬ 
search into the variability 
within varieties of barley. 

In 1931. at the start of his 
career at the Cambridge Univ¬ 
ersity Plant Breeding Institute. 


he was working in an era 
when agricultural science de¬ 
pended on individuals who 
had little financial or material 
support Bell had numerous 
anecdotes about the approach 
of the. then, giants of agricul¬ 
tural botany. He delighted in 
telling how it took six months 
of rubbing-out the seed from 
barley heads, until his hands 
were raw. before he could 
persuade Sir Roland Biffen to 
allow him to buy a small 
threshing machine. With 
trepidation. Bell accepted the 
proposal from Biffen that he 
should take over responsi¬ 
bility for lecturing in agricul¬ 
tural botany to post-graduate 
students. 

In January 1948. Bell was 
offered the directorship of the 
Plant Breeding Institute and 
resigned his university teach¬ 
ing post With the backing of 
the Agricultural Research 
Council, the Ministry of Agri¬ 
culture and the General Board 
of the University of Cam¬ 
bridge. Bell set out his propos¬ 
als for a greatly enlarged. 


state-funded breeding station 
at a new site close to Cam¬ 
bridge. 

The first staff of the new 
institute moved to 
Trumpington by the end of 
1952. Reasons for the subse¬ 
quent international success of 
toe Plant Breeding Institute 
included Bell's insistence that 
funding should be adequate 
and that research pro¬ 
grammes should include app¬ 
lied breeding of the main 
agricultural crops together 
with fundamental research 
departments working in col¬ 
laboration with toe plant 
breeders. Douglas Bell retired 
in 1971 having been director 
for 24 years. 

Of great significance to Brit¬ 
ish agriculture was the release 
of two spring-barley varieties 
(Proctor in 1953 and Provost in 
1955) in the new mould of shot 
stiff straw and earlier ripening 
required by farmers. In 1965 
he was elected to toe Royal 
Society and appointed CBE. 

He is survived by his wife 
Eileen and two daughters. 


SCOTT BARRIE 


Scott Barrie, American 
fashion designer, (tied of 
brain cancer in 
Alessandria, Italy, on 
June 8 aged 52. He was 
born in Apalachicola. 
Florida, in 1941. 

WITH loyal customers such 
as Cher and Ali MacGraw to 
model his designs. Scott Bar¬ 
rie never had a problem 
advertising his wares. His 
evening clothes were every¬ 
thing an aging Hollywood 
star could desire — elegantly 
Pvy and flattering creations in 
R*gh-quality matte jerseys and 
chiffon. But as keen as he was 
on the sort of relaxed, sporty 
“Halston” look that American 
designers excel in. Barrie was 
also a technician par excel¬ 
lence who combined meticu¬ 
lous methods of cutting and 
construction. 

Barrie, whose real name 
was Nelson Clyde Barr, was 
one of toe first black designers 
to make any impact on toe 
fashion world. His early inspi¬ 
ration came from a godmother 
who designed frocks for Sarah 
Vaughan and Dinah Wash¬ 



ington. Before he was six he 
was designing himself, and by 
the time he was ten he was 
running up dresses on his 
mother’s sewing machine. He 
went on to study at toe 
Philadelphia Museum College 
of Art, before moving to the 
Mayer School. New York, in 
1962. 

He began designing for the 
Allan Cole boutique in 1966 


but had to wait for 
Bloomingdale’s to start stock¬ 
ing his designs before having 
the financial stability to open 
his own showroom in 1968. A 
year later he formed his own 
ready-to-wear company. Bar¬ 
rie Sport Flying in toe face of 
the layered and fussy ethnic 
looks of the time, his own 
fluid, softly-draped jersey 
dresses inspired a host of 
cheap imitations in toe 1970s. 

Barrie was one of the first 
designers to experiment with 
acetate knits and elastidsed 
stretch fabrics, and helped 
pave the way for AzzEdine 
Alala's and Liza Bruce's 
stretch-lycra creations of the 
mid-1980s. 

His philosophy of comfort 
and practicability of move¬ 
ment also endeared him to the 
ballet world: he designed cos¬ 
tumes for several companies, 
including toe Joffrey Ballet’s 
production of Deuce Coupe in 
1973. 

In 1982 he closed his shop in 
Seventh Avenue and moved to 
Milan where he worked for 
the Italian designer label 
Krizia. He never married. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL 
GORDON WINTER 


Lieutenant-Colonel 
Gordon Winter, 
journalist and writer, 
died on July 8 in London 
aged 81. He was born in 
London on May 17,1912. 

GORDON WINTER died the 
way he always said he wanted 
to, riding a favourite horse 
and surrounded by his friends 
in the Honourable Artillery 
Company. Sitting comfortably 
in his saddle he merely closed 
his eyes. It was a mark of his 
energy that, despite his years, 
he still rode once a week at the 
Royal Mews. Life for him was 
an adventure which he lived 
with elegance and distinction. 

He had two separate ca¬ 
reers. In the Army he rose to 
the rank of lieutenant-cotand 
when he took over a Greek 
island at toe end of the war. 
Later he became a first-dass 
journalist and author. 

Educated at University Coll¬ 
ege School. Hampstead, he 
joined B Battery of the HAC in 
1937. Being a countryman at 
heart he was delighted to be 
part of the last years of horse- 
drawn artillery. He would 
often say his happiest hours 
were those spent as an officer’s 
horse-holder, having no re¬ 
sponsibilities whatsoever. His 
more challenging times began 
on Salisbury Plain waiting for 
his first assignment of 140 
unbroken horses, recently 
shipped from Australia, which 
it was his task to turn into a 
horse-drawn battery. 

During toe second world 
war he served in North Africa 
with the 1st Array and in Italy 
fighting at Anzio ending his 
war in toe Greek archipelago. 
After the war he returned to 
journalism working initially 
on The Field magazine and 
then The Listener before trav¬ 
elling to Canada as the BBC’S 
representative. He joined 
Country Life in 1958 as assis¬ 
tant editor. This was toe 
beginning of a long associ¬ 
ation with the magazine. He 
became deputy editor in 1966 
and retired in 1977. but the 
connection was so strong he 
remained as consultant editor 
until last year. He was also 
editor of Country Landowners 
magazine until 1992. But he 
never left toe HAC. He was a 
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Gordon Winter, president of the NPS, presenting 
the Country Life cop in 1991 


staunch supporter participat¬ 
ing in ali aspects of the 
organisation, especially the 
Saddle Club. He rode with the 
King’s Troop in their St John’s 
Wood barracks until last 
October. 

Horses were his great love, 
so it was natural for him to 
work with toe National Pony 
Society, becoming its presi¬ 
dent in 1991. He was an active 
judge and steward supporting 
shows up and down the 
country. 

His one deep regret was 
that, due to finanaaj pres¬ 
sures, he never attended univ¬ 
ersity. As a result he thirsted 
for knowledge and having a 
photographic memory de¬ 
voured vast tracts of classics 
which he could and would 
quote verbatim. 

He was a polymath and 
excelled in many fields, in¬ 
cluding languages and opera. 
He had a light, pleasant voice 
and it was said that he could 
sing toe whole of the Mar¬ 
riage of Figaro without error. 
He was a natural teacher and 
coach, taking under his wing 
young journalists. He wrote 
many books, two of which. 
The Horseman's Weekend 
Book and Country Camera 
became bestsellers. 

He was a veteran conserva¬ 
tion campaigner and long 
before the subject became 
popular took up toe plight of 
the hedgerows. He promoted 
the Silver Lapwing award 


presented annually by Coun¬ 
try life for fanning and wild¬ 
life achievements. He 
supported other forms of 
country sports by presenting 
toe Mountain and Moorland 
Cup. 

He was greatly admired by 
his colleagues for his profes¬ 
sionalism, resourcefulness, 
and speed. He once dictated a 
leader to his secretary from 
Heathrow airport while wait¬ 
ing for a plane. He learnt the 
skul of writing fast at toe BBC 
where he had a secretary who 
worked much more slowly 
than he did (because, he 
suspected, she was paid by the 
hour)- His two pieces of advice 
to writers were “Don’t over- 
egg the pudding” and “Scrap 
your first line as it's only 
dearing your throat". 

He was a member of the 
London Rowing Club, compet¬ 
ing at Henley in 1947. Despite 
a nip replacement in the 1970s 
he regularly played squash 
rackets, enjoying his last game 
only last Sunday. 

He was a great raconteur 
revelling in Idling stories 
about his life including his 
epic race in 1928 to Land’s End 
and back from London over¬ 
night He married twice and 
had three children. Living in 
Tonbridge on the Weald with 
his second wife Elspeth he 
became shepherd to a small 
flock of Gun ewes. The way he 
described himself was as a 
part-time peasam. 


OLEG 

KERENSKY 


Oleg Kerensky, journalist 
and author, died 

yesterday of melanoma in 

New York City aged 63. 

He wasbozn in London 
on January 9.1930. 

FOR a journalist with nothing 
but a schoolboy's background 
as an actor to be offered a 
feature role in a Hollywood 
film is unusual. Oleg Keren¬ 
sky’s delight in the experience 
was the greater, since the 
invitation came from Warren 
Beatty, who directed and pro¬ 
duced the film Reds as well as 
starring in it. The role in 
question was thatofhis grand¬ 
father, Alexander Kerensky, 
Russia's last prime minister 
during the 1917 revotutioa 
before the Bolsheviks seized 
power. 

Bom and brought up in 
Londoa. Oleg Kerensky’s ear¬ 
ly ambition also was to go into 
politics. Although younger 
than most of his contemporar¬ 
ies at Oxford (he went st raight 
to Christ Church from West¬ 
minster School, being excused 
national service because of 
poor eyesight) he became both 
treasurer and librarian of the 
Union and was disappointed 
when he failed to be elected 
president 

On coming down from Ox¬ 
ford he joined the BBC where 
his first job, with toe diplomat¬ 
ic unit of the World Service, 
combin ed his political inter¬ 
ests with the journalism (hat 
gradually took over his life. 
He was ammi- thanks to toe 
privileged relations with the 
Foreign Office which kept tire 
unit well informed, to find an 
unlocked wall safe full of 
papers which were the subject 
of D-notices. Gradually, how¬ 
ever. Kerensky decided that 
journalism offered a happier 
life, partly because he was 
made miserable by the need 
within a political career to 
conceal his homosexuality. 

After ten years be moved 
within file BBC to become 
deputy editor of The Listener 
and when he did not get the 
editorship, which he reason¬ 
ably felt should have been his 
on Maurice Ashley's retire¬ 
ment five years later, he left to 
become a freelance. His chief 
interests Were the performing 
arts; ballet above afl. but 
opera, plays, musicals and 
concerts too, and he spent the 
rest of his life writing about 
them. Ffis appointments in- 
chided being dance critic of the 
Daily Mail (1957-71). the New 
Statesman (1968-78) and the 
International Herald Tribune 
(1971-78). He was active in the 
Critics' Cirde and held its 
rotating presidency for a year. 

As a reviewer, Kerensky's 
great virtue was an ability to 
communicate his own enjoy¬ 
ment and enthusiasm. Not for 
him toe long polishing of a 
thought or a paragraph; in his 
days cm the Mail, when 
overnight reviewing was still 
the norm, he would walk 
straight out of the Royal 
Opera House to the telephone 
bores in Broad Court opposite 
and dictate his review im¬ 
promptu without having writ¬ 
ten a word first, as if he were 
telling a friend about what he 
had just seen. On one occa¬ 


sion, he confessed, this caused 

embarrassment when he real¬ 
ised afterwards that he had 
forgotten to mention the name 
of toe ballet he was writing 

about, and had to ring into the 
paper to add this. 

However, he was capable of 
patient research, as shown by 
the most important of his 
books, toe biography Anna 
Pavlova (1973)- This was the 
fruit of questioning a vast 
□umber or her former col¬ 
leagues. although some of 
them took exception to his 
inclusion of comments by 
others about her private life: to 
suggest that their goddess had 
any sexual life, let alone that it 
might be at afl unconvention¬ 
al, upset them. 

He wrote a study of some 
postwar British playwrights. 
The New British Drama, 
(1977), and his two popular 
expositions of the dance world 
Ballet Scene (1970) and The 
Guinness Guide to Ballet 
(1981) were lively and well- 
informed. He also contributed 
to the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica. 

When his parents separated 
(his father, also Oleg, was a 
dvil engineer of great distinc¬ 



tion. the designer of many 
bridges and motorways), their 
son remained doser to his 
mother, and a bequest from 
her later enabled him to spend 
an increasing share of his time 
in New York, eventually mov¬ 
ing to a small apartment in 
Greenwich Village where he 
found the fife both congenial 
and economical. While still 
supplementing his income 
with some lecturing and writ¬ 
ing, especially for papers and 
magazines bade home (indud- 
ing The Times and The Stage), 
be was able to indulge his love 
of travel, within the United 
States, frequently to Britain, 
and often further afield. 

On these trips, he took in 
one or two shows almost every 
day, and kept up with a vast 
number of friends in many 
walks of life. He had a great 
love of gossip and must have 
spent hours each day on the 
telephone, but was never mali¬ 
cious; he was proud of having 
never consdously hurt anyone 
in his life. 

Entertaining and well in¬ 
formed, genuinely and warm¬ 
ly interested in other people, 
be combined a modern infor¬ 
mality with exemplary old- 
fashioned good manners. 


BRENTON LANGBEIN 


BRENTON Langbein, Aus- 
tralian-bomdassicai violinist; 
composer and ensemble direc¬ 
tor in Zurich for nearly forty 
yearn, died on June 6 of cancer 
at his home in Zurich aged 65. 
He was bom in Gawler, 
Australia, on January 21,1928. 

Langbein was known for 
promoting music by little- 
known and contemporary 
dassica] composers. He 
founded his own ensemble 
and an orchestra school in the 
1960s and helped launch the 
Opera Factory, a Swiss-based 
experimental theatre company 
in 1977. 

He joined Zurich's Collegi¬ 
um Muricum chamber music 
ensemble in 1954 and became 
its concert master two years 


later, a post he kept while 
travelling on toe international 
music circuit 

Langbein gave his first pub¬ 
lic violin performance at the 
age of seven in Adelaide. He 
joined the Sydney Symphony 
Orchestra in 1947, went to 
Vienna four years later and 
then settled in Zurich. 

He returned regularly to 
Australia to perform and 
brought young Australian 
composers and musicians, in¬ 
cluding David Joseph, to 
Europe. He gave his last 
concert in Siena. Italy, in early 
ApriL 

He was awarded toe Order 
of Australia in 1986 and a 
medal by the rity of Zurich in 
1988.

The institutions were 
not happy with that”

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Electricity 
companies 
greet review 
with relief 


■ Offer’s new price regime for electricity 
supply sets an easy target for the industry — 
but the distribution review next year is 
likely to be much tougher

THE electricity distributors 
were breathing a collective 
sigh of relief yesterday at the 
result of the latest regulatory 
review into profits, with share 
prices steaming ahead on all 
fronts. 

Professor Stephen 
Littlechild. director-general of 
electricity supply, has pub¬ 
lished his proposals for re¬ 
viewing the complex structure 
of regulations that govern the 
profits the 12 companies in 
England and Wales can make 
from supplying electricity. 

The supply side is far less 
lucrative than the core distri¬ 
bution business, which ac¬ 
counts for 90 per cent of the 
industry’s profits. Supply 
makes up perhaps six per cent 
of the average domestic cus¬ 
tomer's bill, and distribution 
about a quarter. 

But the supply review had 
been seen by observers as a 
significant pointer to the line 
Professor Littlechild will take 
with tiie more important over¬ 
haul of the regulations govern¬ 
ing distribution, on which he 
will rule in a year's time. 

Professor Uttlechild’s pro¬ 
posals, broadly, will require 
the companies to cut their 
prices for supplying electricity 
by 2 per cent a year in real 
terms, by resetting the so- 
called “X factor which speci¬ 
fies permitted rises in relation 
to inflation. This is not a 
difficult target to reach while 
still maintaining current prof¬ 
itability given the huge cost- 
savings that the industry has 
already demonstrated are pos¬ 
sible since privatisation at foe 
end of 1990. 

The City had been expecting 
a three or even four per cent 
reduction to be imposed. One 
of the 12 companies, Yorkshire 
Electricity Group, moved 
immediately to reassure 
shareholders that “the out¬ 


come of the review is not 
expected to affect adversely the 
planned profit growth in the 
supply business". 

Yorkshire’s shares were up 
9p at 541p, a rise mirrored 
elsewhere in the sector. 

Professor littlechild said his 
proposals, which are expected 
to be formally accepted by the 
distributors, were “pretty 
tough”. He gave the market 
warning that the distribution 
review would be tougher still, 
given how much more impor¬ 
tant in profit terms this side 
was. That's where one should 
be looking next year for the 
really significant reductions," 
he said. 

That review would take into 
account both the cost savings 
still possible in the industry 
and which should therefore be 
passed onto the customer in 
the form of lower tariffs and 
tiie amount of money the 
companies were already earn¬ 
ing. “I have no commitment at 
all to the present level of 
profits," he added. 

“Profits are very high in the 
distribution business. There 
will obviously be scope for 
tightening foe X factor to 
recognise that" 

The Labour Party, which 
has led a campaign of criti¬ 
cism of the high profits the 
electricity industry has earned 
since privatisation, oiled for 
still tougher regulation. Mar¬ 
tin O'Neill, the party's energy 
spokesman, said shareholders 
had profited from privatisa¬ 
tion at foe expense of consum¬ 
ers, particularly the big 
industrial users. 

“While foe shares of the 
electridty utilities have on 
average more than doubled 
smoe privatisation, large in¬ 
dustrial consumers have expe¬ 
rienced individual pnee 
increases of up to 70 per cent 
since April 1991," he added.

Nice work if you can get it! Until 
the MMC clamps down, that is. The 
Royal Bank of Scotland described 
the change as a “rationalisation”. Tt 
argued that it could not see any 
difference for buyers between being 
compelled to use erne of a life office’s 
approved panel of surveyors and 
having to have the valuation arrang¬ 
ed by the bank* agent The mam 
reason for the change, it said, was 
that like all other fenders, it was 
restricting its valuers’ panel to 
prevent mortgage fraud. In the past 
many lenders were defrauded by 
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crooked valuers who overvalued 
properties or put in valuations on 
non-existent properties. So for the 
past two or three years, lenders have 
used the spectre of mortgage fraud 
as a reason (or an excuse?) to restrict 
their panels of fenders. 

As the OFT and the MMC may 
well conclude, this has led to one of 
the most blatant scams in the house 
buying process. Borrowers who 
want a mil structural survey or a 
house buyer’s report by a surveyor 
of their choice now find that they 
have to pay a surveyor on the 
lenders’ panel to cany out the 


lender’s valuation as well, thus 
duplicating effort and cost As 
valuations cost about £100 for even 
the cheapest property, this is no 
mean consideration. Lenders now 
refuse to Jet the buyers chosen 
surveyor carry out both the valua¬ 
tion and the full survey. 

The vast majority erf buyers, 
however, rely simply on the valua¬ 
tion without getting a fall structural 
survey or housebuyers report But 
for many buyers in today’s flat 
housing market, paying through the 
nose for a valuation adds insult to 
injury because the valuer may say 


the house is worth less than the 
buyer is prepared to pay. Lenders 
will not lend more than the amount 
of the valuation so the sale may fell 
through. There is little chance of a 
second opinion because the lenders 
are so restrictive as to whose 
valuations they will accept 
The sooner the MMC investigates 
and teats apart these cosy arrange¬ 
ments the better. 

Name games 

M any women do not change 
their names when they 
marry nowadays, espe¬ 
cially if they wed in later years. 
Mothers-in-law, schools, employers 
and banks can accept that two 
people with different surnames can 
be married. But the Inland Revenue 
seems to have a stumbling block. 

In the 1990s, tax officers still seem 
to find it difficult to address married 


women by the name they choose, 
and have often worked and paid tax 
under all their lives. In one case, a 
self-employed woman was expected 
to file her accounts under her mar¬ 
ried name with the addition “trading 
as”, before giving the name she 
really uses. 

The fun really started when she 
received a tax rebate and triad to pay 
it into a savings account Ail were in 
her maiden name so she sent the 
cheque to her postal building ac¬ 
count with a note explaining that it 
was in her married name. Back it 
winged. The society was unable to 
pay it into the account as the account 
was in another name. So she had to 
lose interest while it was returned to 
the Revenue for a cheque in her 
“trading name". 

Whenever challenged officially, 
the Revenue says it is more than 
happy to let women continue to use 
their own names. However, letters 
from frustrated women who since 
the Cheques Act have been unable to 
cash even Revenue cheques sent to 
than, suggest that chauvinism still 
lurks in foe Revenue's bosom.

the big money launderers

BANKS, building societies' 
and investment groups are 
stepping up their efforts to 
stop drug dealers and other 
criminals laundering money. 

Already new customers at 
building societies and banks 
are expected to produce a 
passport a work pass with 
.photograph foam a recognised 
♦employer or a driving licence 
to open an account Now they 
are looking at farther ways of 
tightening up the rules on 
opening new accounts to com¬ 
ply with an EC directive. 

The guidelines issued by the 
Bank of England in December 
1990 are being reviewed in the 
light of experience and new 
ones wfll be issued in Septem¬ 
ber or October. Brokers, in¬ 
vestment and insurance 
groups, also have guidelines ■ 
and, because of the success of 
banks and building societies 
in tightening their procedures, 
have been warned that they 
could be regarded as easier 
targets for money laundering. 

One broker saBtheyhadTo 
take special care wife money 
coming from abroad: "Thae^ 
is an onus on aU brokers to 
carry out due diligence to 
ensure they know where 
money comes from. We have 
to verify the source of funds.. 
We also probe foe employ¬ 
ment status ofthe person.* 

But it is not only large sums 
being transferred from abroad, 
that worry the institutions. 
Kate Main, assisted secretary 
at foe Council of Mortgage 
Lenders said: “Societies also 
have to watch out for smallish 
amounts. The money from the 
small dealers has to make its 
way forough the system. It zs a 
long way from foe dirty £5 
deposited from a jeans pocket 
to foe megabucks going 
abroad, but staff have to be 
aware that small amounts 
could come from such sources. 
Drug dealers will want to 
avoid suspicion- They could 
have 50 accounts." 

She added: “Bar very large 
sums of money they are more 
lfltely to go through invest¬ 
ment businesses or business 
accounts." 

L As well as new guidelines, 
financial institutions wiD have 
to follow new regulations on 
reporting possible money 
laundering. Under proposed 
regulations tacked on to the 
criminal justice Ml. every fi¬ 


nancial institution will have to 
have in place the machinery 
for any member of staff to re¬ 
port concerns about the pos¬ 
sible laundering of drug or ter¬ 
rorist money. This means all 
organisations win have to 
have a reporting officer and 
branches win need to know 
how to.contact fem or her.The 
officer wfll then deride wheth¬ 
er the concerns should be pas¬ 
sed on to foe National Drugs 
Intelligence Unit If there does 
not seem to be enough evi¬ 
dence to report the suspicions, 
the officer will file a report on 
why no action was taken. 

Financial institutions are 
already legally obliged to re¬ 
port a belief that money is 
from drugs or terrorism and 
that is now being extended to 
all serious crime. Ms Mata 
said: "Societies may find the 
heed to tighten tip on record¬ 
keeping procedures. ■ Huy 
have to have a system so that 
they can find where money 
has gone to.”

Forgers are not as skilfal as some of 
‘ them may Eke to think, even with the 
help of sophisticated^ colour photocopi¬ 
ers and scanners. Detective Sergeant 
James says: ‘There isn't a counterfeit 
produced yet of a British note that isn't 
patently obvious. They don't use the 
right paper and foe watermark and 
security thread do not bear com¬ 
parison.’' 

Tte Baifo of England insists that of 
the £16.9 bflfion worth of notes in 
mttdatioiu anfy a“tiny fraction of 1 per 
cent” are forged. "Stone of the qualify 
of foe notes we see is very poor. The 
onty way. they get away with It is 
because people don? look* 

There have been changes in the 
design of notes to make them more 
difficults> forge. The Bank has added 


more colours, changed the graduation 
of colours across the note and added 
extrafine lines to make it difficult for 
modem machinery to copy. There are 
four main ways of checking whether a 
note is genuine. The paper should be 
crisp and slightly rough in the heavily 
printed areas, not limp, wa*y or shiny; 
the printing should be sharp and well 
defined, foe colours dear and distinct; 

the watenuark should hardly be appar¬ 
ent until it is held op to foe fight and 
foe thread should show up as a 
continuous line. 

Banks and building societies run 
regular t rainin g courses far their staff 
in how to spot counterfeit notes and 
tend to be drotnnspect about the 
numbers intercepted. The Abbey indi¬ 
cated that it intercepted ‘fens of 
thousands" of pmmds-worth last year 
but did not believe foe situation was 
getting worse. The Woolwich could 
only recall one occasion, when a 
customer was issued with a fake note by 
one of its machines. 

The society says it would refund 
someone who had been given a note in 
a Woolwich branch then immediately 
had it refused by a shop. Legally, custo¬ 
mers who unwittingly tender counter- 
fat notes have to hand them to the po- 
fice and will not be reimbursed unless 
they prove to be genuine.

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Victory for co-habitees 
over credit firms

MANY credit grantors are 
starting to ask applicants if 
they are living with someone 
without bring married. Previ¬ 
ously, application forms asked 
whether customers were sin¬ 
gle; married divorced or wid¬ 
owed, but there was no ques¬ 
tion for couples who co-habit 

Now a clmnge in the credit 
regulations means lenders 
cannot check on the credit 
histories of co-habitees with 
different surnames unless 
they are certain the people live 
together as a family unit, 
which is why they need to ask 
on application forms. 

An enforcement notice is¬ 
sued by the Data Protection 
Tribunal comes into effect on 
July 31. This is a result of a 
long battle between Eric 
Howe, the Data Protection 
Registrar, credit reference 
agencies and retailers. After 
the end of the month lenders 
will be able to search credit 
reference agencies for infor¬ 
mation only about the appli¬ 
cants themselves and other 
people living at the same 
address with whom they have 
a financial link. If they share 
the same surname, lenders 
can asstime an economic link. 

Mrs Nevia McKJeman, 
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A long battle won over credit agencies; Eric Howe, the Data Protection Registrar 
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managing director of Infolink, 
the credit reference agency, 
said; “Unless we have reason 
to believe they are-financially 
linked, then we cannot report 
on the other surname." Credit 
reference agencies have al¬ 
ready been collating informa¬ 
tion about connected couples 
with different names, for ex¬ 
ample, joint credit accounts or 
joint county court judgments, 
and this information can be 
forwarded even if not disclos¬ 
ed on an application form. 

John Lamidey. assistant 
registrar with tiie Data Protec¬ 
tion Registry, is concerned 
about the expansion of appli¬ 
cation forms: “If you ask to 
open an account in your name 
which is not a joint account 
then why are they asking 
about someone you are living 
with? it is only so they can run 
a check on that other person 
and 1 think people sbcuJd be 
wary about giving that sort of 
information if they don't want 
to because it has notiting to do 
with the application." 

Within tile next few months. 
Bardaycard will start asking 
applicants if they are living 
with someone but is waiting to 
use up existing supplies of 


application forms first The 
card company has not yet 
derided how much weighting 
to give the question on its 
credit scoring card as a 
spokeswoman said: “At the 
moment it will not be possible 
for us to allocate a dear score 
to living together because we 
don't have any experience of 
how predictive it is. We will 
monitor the answers and will 
need to run it for a while 
before we can allocate a score 
that is relevant'’ 

Ian Warren, credit control 
manager of Sears, said: “A 
couple of months ago we 
started to indude a question 
on‘living as married'and also 
starting to ask for the part¬ 
ner’s name." Michael Craw- 
shaw. operations director of 
Lombard Tririty which hand¬ 
les Dixons and Currys credit 
cards, added: “Two or three 
months ago we started asking 
for the full name of a spouse or 
partner because otherwise 
customers only gave the Chris¬ 
tian name.*’ Debenhams will 
soon start using the words 
“partner or spouse” on appli¬ 
cation forms, followed shortly 
by Burtons.

It ruled that the filter did not have any 
' authority to accept a third, party cheque, 
as the contract was with the customer. It 
was therefore the case that the customer 
still owed the cost of the repairs. The 
daughter's cheque was worthless in law. 

Paul Fallon, of Lovell White Durrant, 
City sotidtors, says that companies will 
probably change their terms and condi¬ 
tions to avoid similar problems. In the 
case in question, it was easy for the 
service engineer to tell that the daughter 
was not the customer but if it had been 
his son or brother, the fitter might not 
have known he was taking a third party 
cheque. 

“It is irrelevant that the supply took 
place under conditions which make it 


probable that payment would be made 
by a third party. A third party cheque 
received in foose drcumstances may weft 
be worthless," Mr Fallon said. 1 

To avoid problems, customer might 
be expected to leave signed blank 
cheques far payment — not a wise course 
in case foe relative or someone else 
misappropriates it. Tte alternative could 
be to pay cash, with all the . risks that

Securitised Endowment 
Contracts (SEC), another mar¬ 
ket-maker, said that histori¬ 
cally. nearly three quarters of 
aO endowment polities, total¬ 
ling £4 billion in encashments 
last year, are surrendered 
before they mature. Some of 
these polkyhoklexs could get 
back as fitfle as 35 per cent of 
the final payout on a 25-year 
policy, even if it is surren¬ 
dered as late as the 24th year. 

Polities which are sold 
rather than surrendered can 
fetch up to 12 per cent more for 
die policyholder, depending 
on which insurance company 
the policy is with, said Mr 
Alexander. To be considered 
for sale: polities should have 
been running at least four 
years and have a surrender 
value of at least £1,000. 

Investors buying policies 
are more interested in those 


maturing in less than 12 years. 
They also prefer to buy poli¬ 
cies from reputable com¬ 
panies and refuse to buy some 
policies issued by companies 
with a pom* performance. 

With-profits policies are at¬ 
tractive to some investors 
partly because all the set-up 
charges have been borne by 
the seller and partly because 
they pay annual bonuses ev¬ 
ery year and a terminal bonus 
on maturity. An investor buy¬ 
ing a secondhand policy will 
benefit from all the bonuses 
added to the policy after he or 
she has bought ft. 

However, bonuses have 
fallen over the past two years, 
pushing down returns, and 
are likely to continue to faH 
Present returns of 12 or 13 per 
cent could fall to 8 per cent in 
the next few years. 

The financial intermediar¬ 
ies, managers and brokers 
regulatory association, which 
regulates secondhand endow- 


ment market-makers, has also 
stopped market- makers from 
using c u rrent bonns rates to 
indicate returns on pobaes 
with more than five years to 
go until they reach maturity. 
Such returns depend on the 
final maturity value which 
itself depends on bonus rates.

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Safer ways to raise 
income on homes 


By Sara McConnell 

RETIRED people who want to 
unlock some of the equity in 
their homes as income still 
have several types of scheme 
available to them, although 
they should steer well clear of 
dangerously risky investment 
bond-based plans, says a 
guide published this week. 

Using Your Home as Capi¬ 
tal * is published by Age 
Concern and co-authored by 
David Bookbinder and Cecil 
Hinton, an independent finan¬ 
cial adviser specialising in 
home income plans. 

It acknowledges the plight 
of many elderly people who 
have lost large amounts of 
money in investment bend- 
based schemes, heavily mar¬ 
keted in tire late 1980s. These 
have no advantages, say the 
authors. Those who put lump 
sums, raised from mortgaging 
their property, into equity- 
based bonds lost thousands of 
pounds as stock markets fell. 
They were unable to sell their 
homes, even if they wanted to. 

Many still have^to make 
mortgage payments each 
month from Ming income. 

No one should now be sold 
such a scheme, as they were 
outlawed by regulators in 
1990. Anyone who has got one 
should ask themselves if they 
were warned of the risks. 

Vie guide says: “Yoii_may

If the answer is no, people 
should make a complaint to 
the regulators, say the au¬ 
thors. The Securities and In¬ 
vestments Board, the chief 
regulator, has a helpline to tell 
people which regulator should 
handle their complaint RsopJe 
can also contact Age Concern, 
which has a list of solicitors 
handling these cases 

The much-publicised prob¬ 
lems with these plans have 
tended to overshadow other, 
safer, schemes, the authors 
believe. Mr Hinton estimates 
that sales of “safer" home 
income plans have fallen by 90 
per cent, mainly due to the bad 
publicity on some plans. 

With one such scheme, older 
homeowners take out a mort¬ 
gage on their property and use 
it to buy an annuity. This pays 
out a fixed regular monthly 
income for life which covers 
the mortgage payment and 
leaves some money left over. 
People can continue living in 
their home. Both the mortgage 
rate and annuity rate are fixed 
by flie insurance companies 
which market the plans, so 
there is no fear that the 
mortgage rate will rise, leav¬ 
ing people with a large debt 
which absorbs their annuity. 
However, the income is not 
index-linked. The maximum 
amount which can be bor¬ 
rowed is normally £30,000, all 


of which qualifies for tax relief 
on mortgage interest Income 
from the annuity is paid net of 
basic-rate tax. 

The authors said taking out 
one of these plans could re¬ 
duce an inheritance tax bill be¬ 
cause the loan is treated as a 
debt and can be set against 
tax. But they add that families 
of home income plan holders 
could find themselves making 
interest payments on the loan 
after the planholder has died, 
until the house is sold. 

Home reversion schemes, 
where the homeowner sells all 
or part of the home to an in¬ 
surance company or other in¬ 
vestor, are also an option. The 
owner continues to live in the 
house as a tenant Some com¬ 
panies pay over a lump sum 
while others offer an annuity. 
The guide says foal selling the 
whole house for a hnnp sum 
means the insurance company 
or other investor, not the 
owner's descendants, benefits 
from any rise in value. 

These plans have been used 
in some cases to buy out elder¬ 
ly investors who have been 
saddled with a mortgage after 
taking out an investment 
bond-based home income 
plan. The investors become 
life tenants in their home. 

One company which has 
made several such arrange¬ 
ments is Home & Capitol 
Trust which buys all or part 
of peoples'homes and sells the 
ownership of the p ro pert y on 
to other, mostly institutional, 
investors. 

Mark King, Home & Capi¬ 
tal's director, said m one case 
an elderly couple had been 
encouraged by another com¬ 
pany id fake out a mortgage 
where the interest was rolled 
up and added to the debt as 
part of a home income plan. 

The mortgage had grown to 
£26.000 and the couple were 
getting deeper into debt They 
had received £17.000 from the 
Investors Compensation 
Scheme but this was not 
enough to repay the mortgage. 

The property with vacant 
possession was valued at 
£70,000 but the amount Home 
& Capital paid was £25.795, on 
die grounds that the former 
owners would be tenants in 
the house for the rest of their 
lives. The couple used £9,000 
to pay off the mortgage and 
had the rest as a lump sum.

A prohibition against eye-catching 
price comparisons in advertise¬ 
ments was disproportionate by 
comparison with die need to 
protect co n sumers and therefore 
constituted a measure having an 
equivalent effect to a quantitive 
restriction on i mp orts, contrary id 
article 30 of the EEC Treaty. 

The Court of Justice of the 
European Communities so held in 
replying to a question submitted to 
it by the Bundesgerichtshof [Fed¬ 
eral Supreme Courtl for a prelimi¬ 
nary ruling. 

In Germany prior to 1986, 
publicity ran faming comparisons 
of prices applied by a given 
undertaking was lawful provided 
that it was neither unfair nor likely 
10 mislead customer s. At the 
request of certain readers’ associ¬ 
ations: the German legislature 
added to the Gesen gegen den 
unkuderen Watemrb [law an 
unfair competition “UWG"] of 
June 3.1909 a prohibition against 
advertising using comparisons of 
irxfividiial prices. Thai prohibitiGn 
was intended to protect consumers 
and competitors from publicity 
including price comparisons. 

None the. less, die prohibition 
laid down by Article 6 (e) of the 
UWG was not absolute. A deroga¬ 
tion was allowed far price 
comparisons winch were noi “eye- 
caiching" (btidi/bngmdss^. 

Yves Rocher, lbc subsidiary of a 
French company, sold cosmetic 
products by co r respondence in 
Germany. The products woe pro¬ 
vided by die parent company and 
manufeaured mainly in France. 

Advertising far those products. 

developed fay foe parent company 


in a uniform fashion for die 
various member states in which 
the goods were distributed, was 
spread ly means of catalogues and 
brochures. In the context of its 
safest activity. Yves Rocher had 
distributed a brochure which 
showed, beside the former price 
crossed out the new. lower price of 
those products in bold red 

characters. 

Taking the view that that type of 
publicity was contrary to article 
6 (e)( 2 ) 1 of the UWG. foe 
Schutzverband gegen Unwesen in 
der Wirtschaft [Association 
against unfair competition in com¬ 
merce] brought proceedings 
against Yves Rocher in the 
Urndgericht [Regional Court]. 
Munich, which prohibited Yves 
Rocher from using such publicity 
on die ground dot the UWG 
prohibited any publicity which 
consisted of comparisons between 
edd and new prices, where such 
publicity was ‘eyecatching". 

Yves Rocher appealed against 
that decision to the 
Oberiandesgericht [Higher Re¬ 
gional Courtl. Munich, which 
reversed the order of the 
LandgerichL The SchuTzvcrband 
then lodged an appeal before the 
Federal Supreme Court which 
stayed its proceedings and submit¬ 
ted a question b foe Court of 
Justice for a preliminary ruling. 

In its judgment the Court of 
Justice of foe European Commu¬ 
nities held as follows: 

According to article 30 of the 
EEC Treaty, quantitative restrio 
tions on imports and ail measures 
having equivalent effect were 
prohibited between member 
stales. According b wefl estab- 
lished case-law, all trading rotes at 
member staos which were capable 

of hindering, dtreefor or indirectly, 
actually or pofintiaBy. intra-Cwn- 
m unity trade ^were to be considered 
as measures having an effect 
equivalent to quantitative 
restrictions. 

The Court had also held that 
national legislation which limited 
or prohibited certain forms of 
publicity w certain means for 
promotion of saks. although it did 
not directly affect imports, might 


be such as to limit the volume of 
such imports because it restricted 
the possibilities of distribution of 
the imported products. 

For a trader to be required either 
to adopt another system of pub- 
lidiy or promotion of sales aaford- 
ing u> the manber stales 
concerned, or to give up the use of 
a system which he thought would 
be particularly effective, might 
constitute an obstruction lo im¬ 
ports even if such legis l ation was 
indistinctly applicable b national 
and imported products. 

Therefore a prohibition of the 
type at issue in the German 
proceedings was likely to restrict 
imp o r ts from one member state to 
another and thereby constituted a 
measure having and equivalent 
effect within the meaning of article 
30. 

However, in the absence of 
common rules relating to market¬ 
ing. obstacles to the free movement 
of goods within the Community 
resulting from disparities between 
national laws had m be accepted in 
so far as sroch rales, applicable to 
domestic and imported products 
without distinction, might be jus¬ 
tified as being necessary to order to 
satisfy mandatory requirements 
relating, inter alia, to consumer 
protection a- the fairness of 
commercial transactions. Such 
rules had, however, to be propor¬ 
tionate to the objective pursued. 

Tie protection of consumers 

against misleading publiciiy being 

a legitimate objective under Com¬ 
munity law, it was necessary to 
examine whether the rational 
provisions were appropriate to foe 
attainment of that objective and 
whether they did not exceed the 
tonic of what was necessary for 
that purpose. 

A prohibition of the type erf that 
at issue in foe German proceed¬ 
ings was applicable when the price 

comparisons were eye-catching, 
whether or not they were correct 
Thus, that prohibition did not 
apply to price comparisons which 
were not eye-catching. 

In the Resent case the advertis¬ 
ing was nm prohibited because of 
its alfeffiri inaccuracy but 
it was eyecatching. It followed that 


any eyecat ching advertising using 
price comparisons was prohibited 
whether it was true or false. 

Moreover, the prohibition in 
question went beyond the require¬ 
ments of foe aim pursued to the 
extent to which it affected publicity 
which was not in the least eye¬ 
catching but which contained 
comparisons of the prices genu¬ 
inely applied, which might be very 
helpful to consumers m making 
folly informed choices. 

With regard b the German 
government's argument that the 
prohibition in question could not 
be reganld as incompatible with 
article 30 since it catty gave rise to a 
marginal restriction on foe free 
movement of goods, h had to be 
painted out that, with foe exception 
erf rules having purely hypothetical 
effects on the free movement of 
goods, it was well established that 
article 30 did not make any 
distinction relating to measures 
which might be regarded as mea¬ 
sures having equivalent effect to 
foe quantitative restriction accord- 1 
ing to the intensity of foe effect 
which such measu res had on trade i 
within the Community. 

With regard to protection of 1 
commercial transactions and the | 
action of competition, it was nec¬ 
essary b underline that correct 
price comparisons, which were 
prohibited by rules such as those 
in issue, could in no way distort 
conditions of tsrapetitioiL On the 
asuraiy, rules which hod the effect 
of prohibitign such comparisons 
were likely to restrict competition. 

On those grounds, foe Court 
ruled: 

Artkk 30 of the EEC Treaty was to 
be interpreted as preventing the 
application of a provision of foe 
legislation of member stale A 
which prohibited an undertaking 
based in that state and selling by 
co r resp ond e n ce, from catalogues 

or brochures, goods imported from 
member state B. from using pub- 
ifchy relating to prices in the 
context of which, where foe new 
price was emphasised in such a 
way as to draw attention, reference 
was made id a higher price which 
had appeared in a previous cat¬ 
alogue or brochure.

Wasim'S inswinger, sp rinting 
to retrieve the ball from fine 
leg. 

It was subsequently sent for 
analysis at Lord's, though by 
Derbyshire rather titan the 
umpir es, who had carried out 
the “regular and random”, 
inspections demanded by this 
year's regulations and found 
nothing amiss. The- matter is 
officially dosed, but will have 
its bearing today. It Is a moot 
point' whether Lancashire, 
righteously indi gnant , or Der¬ 
byshire wfil be more inspired. 

Probably the more relevant 
spur for Derbyshire, certainly 
in tiie long term, is that they 
actually need to win. It is often 
said, in various sports, feat a 
chib “needs” a win. but in 
Derbyshire's case the word is 
literally and acutely apt. 

Already, the chief executive 
and two fuQ-time marketing 
employees have been dis¬ 
missed to save iram^. but the 
chib remains deeply in debt 
and desperate for the benefits 
which come with success. 
Winning, today would not 
solve their problems but it 
might make it easier to look 
the bank manager in the eye.

IT IS fax too early to put our 
fee bunting, but two cheers 
are permissible.

“All that l 
read in die papers was accu¬ 
rate," Stewart said. "I have an

ventricular block. It is wonder¬ 
ful to know these things at 36." 

Stewart's father died of can¬ 
cer; his mother is still alive 
and often accompanies him to 
tournaments in die US where 
she h^s been heard to shout at 
her son; “Way to go Payne." 
He is facing up to Jus predica¬ 
ment positively. “I want to live 
to be 100," he told his children 
die other night “That seems to 
me to be a good round 
number.” 

Stewart’S golf was as steady 
as a policeman's footfall On a 
day when the sun shone and 
rain fell and a tugging wind 
blew sometimes, in fact often, 
at die same time, the 1991 US 
Open champion allowed only 
one hole to force him to mark a 
bogey on his card. 


For the rest, he saved him¬ 
self on the 13th and indulged 
himself with four birdies. It 
was a solid day's golf and he 
pronounced himself pleased 
with it However, he remains 
- seven strokes behind Jesper 
Pamevik. the tournament 
leader and the man he will 
partner in today's fourth 
round. 

Stewart is battle-hardened 
He has led tournaments and 
lost He did so a couple of 
months ago when Paul 
Azbiger sank a bunker shot on 
the last hole to defeat him. He 
has also won tournaments 
having been well behind with 
18 holes remaining. He did so 
to win the 1989 US PGA 
championship at Kemper 
Lakes, near Chicago, when he 
dosed with a burst on the 
faltering Mike Reid, covering 
the last nine holes in 31. 

Thus he knows what he 
must do today and what 
Pamevik must do as weH “I 
don’t know this player," Stew¬ 
art said. “lid have a hard tune 
pronouncing his name. He is 
obviously playing very well 
but it is going to be very tough 
on him. I’m sure be will be 
nervous tomorrow but be has 
to team how to deal with it" 

Pamevik saw his overnight 
lead of seven strokes first 
shrink and then widen as 
Gary Evans came to grief on 
the bade nine.

Young pretender with 

chequered legacy 
and home advantage 


N igel Mansell sits at a table 
ourside the Newman- 
Haas mo lor home at the 

Indianapolis motor speedway as 
the month of May draws to a dose 
and reflects for the umpteenth time 
on the chain of events that led him 
to leave W illiam s and catapulted 
Damon Hill, a relatively unknown 
test driver, to take his place in the 
most coveted seat in Formula One 
at the beginning of this season. 

Once his own departure was 
sealed, Mansell, along with other 
key members of the Williams 
team, successfully lobbied for Kill 
to be his replacement, so im¬ 
pressed was he with his perfor¬ 
mances in testing. 

Bui now, perhaps swayed by 
jealousy of Hill becoming the new 
focus of Britain’s grand prix hopes. 
Mansell says he is having second 
thoughts; that considering how 
well Hill knows the car, he should 
have won a race by now. 

Mansell's name, his image, his 
records, have dogged Hill. 32. 
through every one of his eight 
grands prix this season, and in 
that moment of overt criticism, 
almost intangibly, his honeymoon 
period as a Formula One driver 
seems to end and the questions, 
which will inevitably rise to a 
crescendo at Sil verst one tomor¬ 
row. begin. Is he really good 
enough? Has he got what it takes 
to be the next Mansell? 

For somebody besieged by the 
ghosts of the past because of 
inevitable comparisons with his 
late father. Graham, twice world 
champion, who was killed in a 
flying accident at Elstree in 1975 
when his son was 15. this burden of 
bang Mansell's successor desig¬ 
nate weighs heaviest on Hill. 

He is inspired, rather than 
inhibited, by the memory of his 
father, happy to reminisce rather 
than be obsessed by being his own 
man, nostalgic about die days Hill 
senior would fly his family into 
Silverstone for the British grand 
prix and then compete in the race 
while his son tore around an a 
motorbike behind the pits. 

Imbued with the rich heritage of 
a racing family and impressed 
with the esteem in which his father 
was almost universally held, as 


much for his wit, charm and style 
as his racing skill, even the tragic 
side of motor sport failed to 
dissuade him from attempting to 
follow in his footsteps. 

“I have grown up with the 
tragedies of motor racing.” he 
said. “My godfather. Jo Bonnier, 
was killed at Le Mans and Jim 
Clark was a friend of my father's 
who used to come round to our 
house all the time. A lot of drivers 
we knew died motor racing.” 

Hill is by no means a mirror 
image of his father, nor does he 
pretend to be. He is honest, loyal, 
rigidly determined and bright but 
he is not an extrovert or a ready 
talker and the expression on his 
face is more often a querulous 
frown than a carefree smile. 

But after his fader’s death, he 
progressed doggedly through the

motor racing ranks, overcoming a 
prolonged flirtation with motor¬ 
bikes and a modest record in 
Formula Three and Formula 3000 
to land the job of joint test driver 
for the Didoot-based Williams 
team in 1991, a position he made 
his own when Mark Blundell, who 
now drives for Ugier. left to do a 
similar job at McLaren. 

Test drivers have to push the car 
to its limit if the engineers are to 
gain any benefit from the data that 
are fed back to them and Hill was 
quick, very quick. He did thou¬ 
sands of kilometres in last year’s 
Williams, helping to improve the 
cars in which Mansell and 
Riccardo Patrese were dominating 
tiie championship. 

“I think a lot of people think that 
I just walked into Williams one 
day when they had a drive going 
and because 1 had a sweet smile 
and a famous name they offered 
me the job." he said. ‘WeD. it 


wasn’t like that I was written off a 
lot and it took a lot of determ¬ 
ination for me to get into the 
position where I was even in lire 
fra- this job." 



it few would relish inheriting the 
invidious position he folds himself 
in now. faced with proving to the 
British public that he is a winner, a 
worthy successor to Mansell, yet 
hampered by his position as the 
No 2 to his team-mate, the three- 
time world champion, Alain Frost, 
and forbidden, on occasion, from 
challenging his nice lead. 

His talent was questioned from 
the moment he was handed the 
drive and the doubts increased 
when a nervous start in the South 
African grand prix, his first for 
Williams and only his third in all, 
ended in premature failure when 
he was barged off the track on the 
sixteenth lap. 

Despite four subsequent second 
places, there are still lingering 
doubts about his nerve, about his 
ability to take a race by the scruff 
of te neck and have the courage to 
ay to win it Even when Frost spun 
off in Brazil and Hill inherited the 
lead, he could not bold off Ayrton 
Senna, who was driving an inferi¬ 
or McLaren-Fbrd. 

Hfll rationalised his perfor¬ 
mance by saying he felt the team 
needed the points for his second 
place and te was concerned that if 
he pressed Senna too hard he 
might put his own finish in 
jeopardy. Comparisons are odi¬ 
ous. especially when the world 
champion has 30 wins behind him 
and Hill has none, but Hill’s was 
not tiie altitude of a born charger 
and many thought Mansell would 
not have been so timid. 

Since the Brazilian grand prix. 
however, with tiie exception of a 
blip at Imoia, HID has performed 
his job as No 2 as well as anybody 
could. Early in tiie Spanish. Cana¬ 
dian and French grands prix. 
faultless starts put him in a 
position to run dear of Prost, but 
each time he moved over without a 
fight several laps into the race. 

His failure has been not in his 
racing but in that he has beat 
unable to live up to the expecta¬ 
tions of British motor racing fans 






bred oo the success of Mansefl. 
Hopes that Hill could take over 
where Mansellteft off were unrea¬ 
sonably bolstered when he slipped 
into the world champion's berth at 
Williams in an appointment that 
owed , as much to financial realism 
— FOB is paid nothing like the 
sums earned by most other top 
racing drivers — and a practical 
sense of patriotic continuity as it 
did to his undoubted talent 
Bra Hill is not ManselL With his 


quiet considered, uncontroversial 
approach, he never will be and 
many consider him far the better 
for that He is not a fist-shaker, nor 
a bom talker or threat-maker. He 
is cool and aim and refreshingly 
honest ready to admit ms 
mistakes. 

“I’m not the kind of person who 
would shout from the rooftops 
about myself, but that should not 
be confused with a lack of determ- 
mation.” he said.- ■ ■ • - 


That d rtmtifaaiinn is be ginning 
to manifest itself in a degree of 
disquiet about Williams’s require¬ 
ment for him to be an also-ran. 
even behind a man of Presto 
pedigree. But if he disobeys team 
orders and dices with the French¬ 
man in race after race, he will 
alienate Williams and lose the 
chance of a years extension to his 
contract next season. 

However, if he reverts to type 


time and again, his stock will fall 
with other potential employers 
and Williams may still discard 
him at the end of the season.

“I think that was a good 
session,“ Herbert said diplo¬ 
matically. but the long faces of 
his crew told a different story. 
“Disappointing,” admitted 
Trevor Foster, the team's rac¬ 
ing manager. “We had hoped 
do better than that, despite the 
wet conditions.” 

After a week spent talking

David Powell takes a look at 
why women athletes are no 
longer setting; world records - 




AS IS usual before the Bislett 
Games here in Oslo tonight, 
the air is thick with talk of 
world records. Will 
Nourcddine Moroeli break 
Steve Cram's mile world 
record? Can Sergey Bubka 
raise his pole-vault mark? Will 
Khalid Skah. or rate of the 

Kenyans, make a record out of 
the 5.000 or 10,000 metres? 
And, by the way, there are 
women's events, too. 

Not that they are receiving 

r i of a mention. Women do 
set world records any 
more and. while the- promot¬ 
ers of grand prix perceive 
record attempts as the best 
way to sell their meetings, 
increasingly it is becoming a 
man’s world. In the last two 
years there have been 18 men’s 
world records in Olympic 
events. The last fay a woman 
was set five years ago. 

- So long ago that the record- 
holders are mostly retired. 
Only three are still going- 
strong; Jackie Joyner-Kersee 
(heptathlon), Stefka Kostadi- 
nova (high jump) and 
Yordanka Donkova (100 me¬ 
tres hurdles). 

Rarely nowadays does a 
woman even come dose to a 
world record. Heike Drech- 
jjfter, of Germany, was within 
“tour centimetres of the Long- 
jump record last year and only 
she and Sally Gunnell Brit¬ 
ain’s 400 metres hurdles 
Olympic champion, seem ca¬ 
pable of ending the barren 
spell. 

The contamination caused 
by yesterday's drug abuse is 
plainly unfair to today's 
women. Compared with men. 
women can benefit more from 
steroids because they have 
smaller levels of natural tes¬ 
tosterone in their bodies. Now 
that standards have fallen 


after the introduction in 1989 
of out-of-cw np e iit ion testing, 
women arb being denied the 
commercial opportunities of 
world-record attempts and the 
achievement of them.' 

Frank Dick. Britain’s direc-" 
tor of coaching, calls 1988 "the 
magic year", when eight world 
records still surviving were 
set The organised dru gs pro¬ 
grammes of eastern Europe 
produced such strength m 
depth that, in many events, a 
top ten of athlete’s times today 
would not tiave Triad* the top * 
30 in 1988.' ’ 

“How long will it take;.to 
■make up the deficit which 
came through the dishonest 
years?” Dick asks, unable to 
answer bis own question. 
Which is-why he, for one, 
would like to see the women’s 
world record slate wiped clean 
and begun again with only 
athletes from countries that 


eligible to hold. them. Had the 
International Amateur Athlet¬ 
ic Federation such a mind, 
which they probably never < 
will have, the difficulty would 
be that all women world 
record-holders would be 
implicated. 

While the drugs argument 
is relevant to women’s records - 
sitting on a seemingly un¬ 
reachable shelf, so too is the 
fact, that eastern European 
athletes are no longer support¬ 
ed by state systems. in Bulgar¬ 
ia, Jot example, a former 
leading womens nation, tone 
once sport training is now 
taken standing ip the food - 
queues. : ; • 

There are other reasons. 
Fewer c o mp et i tions through 
which women can develop is - 
one. “The opportunities for 
men.exceed those for women

MARIO CipoHxni regained 
the leader’s yellow jersey 
from the Belgian, Wllfried 
Ndissen. in the Tour de 
Fiance yesterday, but was 
disappointed to find out that 
be had not won the stage. 

Cipollini won the mass 
sprint at the end of the 158- 
kfiometrc sixth stage from 
Evrrux to Amiens ana raised 
his arms in triumph, only to 
learn that Johan Bruyneel of 
Belgium, had finished 13 
seconds earlier after a solo 
breakaway. 

The Italian's distress at 
foiling to complete bis sec¬ 
ond stage win of the Tour did 
not last long, as he was soon 
donning the yellow jersey he 
bad lost to Ndissen 24 hours 
earlier. 

"I didn't know Bruyneel 
was ahead." Cipollini said. “I 
put my arms up because I 
thought it was my victory. 
When I found out about 
Bruyneel I was a bit disap¬ 
pointed at first but then I 
realised I was in yellow." 
CrpoQini had captured his 
first yellow jersey from 
Ndissen two days earlier, 
only to lose It to the Belgian, 
a fellow sprinter, in a dog 
fight between the two which 
has livened up the first week 
of the Tour. 

“I showed I’ve got charac¬ 
ter today.” Cipollini said. 
“I'm very happy. I hope it's 
not too hot in the yellow 
jersey tomorrow." Bruyneel 
who broke away more than 
IS kilometres from the end, 
recorded an extraordinarily 
fast time of 3hr 11 min 50sec 
for an average speed of 
49.417kph. 

That made it the fastest 
stage, excluding time-trials, 
in the 90-year history of the 
Tour. The previous record of 
48.927 kph was set in 19S8 
when Adri Van der Pod won 
a 38-kilometre stage from 
Tarbes to Pan. 

The speed today was in¬ 
credible," Cipollini said of 
the stage, raced over rolling 
terrain in northern Franca in 
which a constant tailwind 
quickened the pace. 

Bruyneel who had built a 
lead of more than 30 seconds 
after charging out of the 
pekrton, said: ”1 know what! 
can do and what I can’t da 1 


know I cant figure in the 
final overall standings but I 
know I can win stages.” 

It was his first stage win in 
the Tour and it lifted him to 
third overall 30 seconds be¬ 
hind Cipottinl who had 
started the day only two 
seconds behind Ndissen and 
drew level with a two-second 
bonus in the final intermedi¬ 
ate sprint 35 kilometres from 
the finish. 

Ndissen got boxed in dur¬ 
ing the mass sprint at the end 
and CipoUini surged through 
brilliantly to earn a 12 «econd 
time bonus for second plate. 
But he only just edged out 
Djamoiidiiie Abdoujaparov, 
of Uzbekistan, who was dos¬ 
ing fast and was just a tyre- 
wrath behind on the line. 

The favourites for overall 
victory, mostly biding their 
trm* until the race againyt 
the dock at the Lac de 
Madine on Monday and the 
five mountain stages that 
follow, finished in the main 
pekrton. 

But the defending champi¬ 
on. Miguel IndurAin, of 
Spain, who is 23rd overall 
must be worried about his 
ailing Banesto team.

DAVID Scully and Steve 
Rassett sailing their 60ft trima¬ 
ran. Lakota. have dipped al¬ 
most 6*2 hours off Robin 
Knox-Johnston’s right-year- 
old record for the second stage 
of the Teesside two-man round 
Britain and Ireland yacht 
race, and are on target to 
break the seven-day seven- 
hour record for the 2 , 000 -mile 
rircumnavigation- 

The American pair complet¬ 
ed the 220 miles from 
Crosshaven to Casdebay, 
Barra in 34hr 39min. and with 
their nearest competitors still 
more than 100 miles behind 
yesterday afternoon, look to 
have opened up a 24-hour lead 
over the fleet 

Experiencing winds up to 36 
knots, Scully and Fossett re¬ 
corded speeds of 29 knots, 
although they tried to limit 
their pace to between 18 and 22 
knots to save the boat from 
damage. 

With the crew of Fritzzz- 
Fratzzz, the first-leg winners, 
putting into Sligo to repair 
damage to their 40ft trimaran, 
caused when they ran into 
fishing nets off the Irish coast. 
Lakota’s nearest rivals last 
night were die four 60ft 
monohulls led by QAB III. 
sailed by Mark Gatehouse 
and Martin Carter. 

Two further retirements 
yesterday were David Cook¬ 
sey and his daughter. Leanda, 
who put into Baltimore after 
experiencing generator prob¬ 
lems aboard their yacht.

IF SILVERSTONE were a 
football pitch, it would have 
been pronounced waterlogged 
yesterday. If rain-shy Alain 
Prost had been the referee, he 
would have called the match 
off before it started. 

As it was. the first qualifying 
session for the tomorrow’s 
British grand prix was 
allowed to proceed in pouring 
rain with pans of the circuit 
covered in several inches of 
water. It was host to a twitch¬ 
ing. skidding, spinning m&fie 
of cars, racing round a trade 
touching speeds of more than 
180mph, their drivers blinded 
by spray. 

Prost stayed in his garage 
until the last possible moment, 
chewing gum nervously as he 
watched the shattered Ugier 
of Mark Blundell come to rest 
in the middle of the track after 
it had smashed into a concrete 
wall. Blundell was unhurt but 
it took nearly 20 minutes to 
dear the wreckage of his car 
from the tarmac. 

Then, as the showers abated 
and the track dried. Prost the 
three-times world champion 
and tiie championship leader 


this year, turned in a series of 
superbly controlled laps, pe¬ 
remptorily dismissing the up¬ 
start challenges of his 
Williams-Renault team-mate. 
Damon Hill, and Ayrton Sen¬ 
na. and claiming provisional 
pole position by a margin of 
almost two seconds. 

"The weather was awful this 
morning and in the early part 
of the afternoon,” Prost said. 
"As we have done a lot of 
testing here, I felt there was no 
point in going out in those 
conditions. 

“Later on in tiie afternoon, I 
think everybody went out at 
the same time because we all 
knew the track would be 
quicker at the end of the 
session-1 tried to do my best 
and make tiie most of the 
conditions. I was very pleased 
with my performance.” 

Frost* confidence and the 
sureness of his performance,

I know a 
lot of people are keen for me to 
do well here." 

The domination of the two 
Williams was predictable on a 
circuit that places a premium 
on power. With a series of fast 
tracks — Hungary excepted 
to come, the Didcot-based 
team seems certain to pull 
away from its rivals in the 
craning weeks. 

McLaren is 37 points adrift 
of Williams in the construc¬

Seles slow to heal I Government orders review into sport 


MONICA Seles will probably 
not contest tiie United States 
Open tennis championships. 

Seles, still recovering from 
being stabbed on court in 
Hamburg on April 30. yester¬ 
day withdrew from the Strat¬ 
ton Mountain tournament 
which starts on July 26. In a 
statement she said there was 
a big doubt about her playing 
m the grand slam event 

“I wish I could play now, 
but the rehabilitation is a slow 
process, and I have not yet 
been able to hit the ball, let 
alone pfay tennis.” Seles said. 
"My doctors have to see what 
happens in the next few weeks 
to determine if 1 will be able to 


play in the US Open.” The 
tournament begins at Flush¬ 
ing Meadow on August 30. 

Seles was stabbed in the 
shoulder by a spectator who 
later claimed he had done ft to 
help Steffi Graf, of Germany, 
regain the world No 1 
ranking. 

Seles’s doctor. Robert 
Steadman, said: "There was 
never any timetable an¬ 
nounced for Monica’s return, 
and we never said she would 
be able to play one tourna¬ 
ment or another. This contin¬ 
ues to be a serious injury and 
the internal healing process is 
a long one. This was not a 
superficial injury.” 


THE government yesterday announced a 
U-turn on the future structure of British 
sport To general relief, the cumbersome 
administration proposed by Robert 
Atkins, the former minister far sport, has 
been abandoned. Instead, the govern¬ 
ment will have another look at how best to 
weld die organisations across the four 
home countries into a cohesive whole 
(John Goodbody writes). 

Atkins was criticised in December 1991 
when he added another boefy. the UK 
Sports Commission, to the existing organ¬ 
isations. The commission was meant to 
have representatives from the four home 
sports councils and other representative 
bodies such as the British Olympic 
Association. 

However, Iain Sproat. the new minister 
for sport, yesterday told the House of 


Commons that the p ro posed structure 
was Tmlikefy to deliver other the roost 
effective or the most efficient service to 
British sporr. 

He made dear that he wanted "funding 
procedures to be as un bureaucratic as 
possible, reducing administrative costs to 
die minimum" 

Until October 1, the Sports Council, the 
quango supported by taxpayers* money, 
win continue to fund both UK and 
English sport with the sports councils in 
Scotland, Wales and Northern Ireland 
remaining responsible for their countries. 

Over the next 11 weeks a new structure 
will be considered. A spokesman for the 
Sports Council said it was "disappointed 
but not surprised at the government's 
change of policy". He added: “The review 
proposed by Iain Sproat will be the 


seventh in the last five years. None of the 
conclusions of tiie previous six haring 
been acted upon fay tiie government, it is 
therefore hardly surprising that the 
council will not be looking forward to 
another review with unqualified rapture.” 

Peter Lawson, secretary of the Central 
CouncO of Physical Recreation, said the 
change of mind was “inevitable ... 
Alkh&s review was fundamentally 
flawed”. He said he would like to see a 
sinmle structure wife go v ernment direct¬ 
ly funding sprat on one side and fee 
voftmtaiy sports world on the other.

So. everywhere too, is help for the 
newcomer. Each week the coarse- 
fishing tabloids give details of 
hundreds of waters that are avail¬ 
able by the day; show pictures of. 
corkers to encourage the doubters; 
describe tackle developments and 
siaicessful techniques. Each month 
the gamfrfishiiig glossies give fish¬ 
ing reports region by region, fbr the 
whole of the British Isles; deliver a 
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never-ending stream of articles cm 
tactics and claims for new flies, 
same approaching the credible. 

Every town has its tackle dealer, 
who knows all there is to know 
about the fishing around hnn, and 
often he can provide a permit He 
can also put together a starting kit 
for most branches of the sport fbr 
about £50 — and can winkle out 
extra fivers from customers faster 
than a match angler can winkle out 
small roach, so caution is advised. 
Professional tuition can be bought 
by the hour or the day. 


There are also the books. Fishing 
books flow in a never-ending 
stream; and over the years some 
surprising names have bobbed up. 
Sir Robert Boyle, of Boyle’s Law, so 
doted on fishing that he wrote one 
erf his Discourses about it though 
not a lot erf schoolteachers know 
that. Sir Humphry Davy, of the 
miner's lamp, wrote a book about 
fishing, and not a lot of schoolteach¬ 
ers know that, either. Charles 
Kingsley, of The Water Babies. 
wrote at length about angling. It 
was a woman. Dame Juliana 


Berners, who in 1496 wrote A 
Treatyse of Fysshynge wyth An 
Angle, the first book on fee’sport to 
be written in the English language. 

It is the quality of angling 
literature — including The Com- 
pleat Angler, whose author Izaak 
Walton died 400 years ago next 
month — that gives some of the tie 
to pojpular perceptions of the sport 
feat it is wholly dependent on luck 
or fee proximity of rain; that a 
patience bordering on brain death 
is necessary for its satisfactions to 
be achieved. 

Flshing appeals today no less 
than it has in the past, to an 
extraordinary range of individuals, 
variously accomplished. Sir Mich¬ 
ael Hordern, Gareth Edwards, 
Jeremy Paxman. George Mefly and 
Roger Dal trey have all gone into 
print about their Jove of angling. 
Many other household names in 
politics, the arts, sciences and 
professions reach for the rod when 
they can, hoofing it to the country¬ 
side in old coats and wellies. 

Of all the ox-bows and eddies of 
angling, fee one fear attracts most 
of those above and that most 
angling readers of The Times 
pursue is fly-fishing, mostly for 
trout. Indeed, it is here that I have 
found my own adult niche. 

The joy of fly-fishing is that ft is 


delicate and mobile, devoid of goo 
and gore. It gives an immediacy of 
contact with fee fish — often a 
visible contact—feat no other form 
of fishing 1 know can provide. 

Fly-fishing for trout especially 
fascinates, because it is so subtle. 
The aim is to persuade a fish living 
by its wits in fee wild to mistake a 
tiny confection of furs and feathers. 
bound on an even tinier hook, for 
the natural insect feat might be 
sitting on the water alongside. 


O nce entered, the labyrin¬ 
thine challenges in¬ 
volved know no end. f 
have autopsied hun¬ 
dreds of trout to discover the kinds 
of insects they prefer to eat, have 
trawled ponds and streams for 
living examples of fee same crea¬ 
tures, and have studied their be¬ 
haviour in aquaria. I have designed 
flies based on the living insects as I 
saw them, and have learnt to fish 
them in ways that suggest fee 
movement of natural creatures. 

I have even, and somewhat to fee 
consternation of my family and 
friends, photographed flies' feet 
from underwater at night, to dis¬ 
cover how trout in fee dark can 
unerringly find flies on the surface 
when looking up, when l can see no 
flies at all when looking down. 

Of course, these are not lengths 
that everyone needs or would want 
to go to. But a few do and some, I 
dare say, will go further. 

It is a seductive business, this 
fishing.

vista of ripening, shimmering 
heads of gram. 

But if you do not use weedkillers 
this is inevitable, and one of the 
greatest hurdles over which the 
organic farmer has to leap is the 
one that reminds him that no 
manor how hard he tries, his farm 
is never going to look as smoothly 
polished as those around him. 

But do conventional farms need 
to lode as perfectly tailored as they 
do? I am beginning to doubt it. I 
can well see that weeds compete 
with crops for moisture and suste¬ 
nance. biit is that any reason to be 
so ruthless in the eradication of 
each and every one of them? Per¬ 
haps farmers have caught a tittle of 
the disease that infects the over- 
zealous suburban gardener, who 
believes that every insea that lands 
is an insult, every misplaced green 


shoot a violation of his personal 
space. 1 cannot see thai die occa¬ 
sional poppy in die wheat field will 
do harm to anybody’s pride, or 
pocket Farmers might well say the 
grain merchant will grumble to 
find poppy seeds tittering his com. 
Well let him grumble; 

It is time for a little less tidiness. 
A few more nettles around the 
bam. a bit of wild campion here 
and there, and buttercups on the 
meadows would do no harm either. 

The fashion world has a word for 
this dishevelled, unkempt look — it 
calls ft grunge. Weil 1 am proud to 
be a grunge farmer. 1 also take 
some comfort from the fact that 
Marks & Spencer seems to find 
something in it, too. 

It is well-known in the retailing 
trade that what M&S does today, 
the rest do tomorrow. So any 
fanner wanting to join this latest 
fashion may apply to me for seeds 
of all the weeds in God's creation.

Eager eyes on ring of blank water 


T he dictionary description of 
“furred aquatic fisheating 
mammal with short legs, 
round feet and webbed toes” 
gives no hint of the universal appeal 
of the otter. Nevertheless, the 35 
people who set out from the Leighton 
Moss Reserve in Lancashire at 8pm 
for the mile and a quarter tramp toa 
private hide were all prepared to sit 
quietly for at least 90 minutes, in the 
hope of catching a glimpse erf the 
whiskery wet face with huge appeal¬ 
ing eyes. a . 

John Wilson, the semor warden at 
the RSPB reserve, near Lancaster, 
reminded the group that there was no 
guarantee of seeing an otter at afl. 
This year, however. Mr Wilson's 
otter watches are recording a TO per 
cent success rate. 

“The last two watches have oeot 
successfuT’Mr Wilson says. “But tite 
otters have not come out until after 10 

o’clock, so it is important that we stay 

to the bitter end." _ 

He explains that watchers usually 

r t the otters undulating through 
water. “First the back, then tail, 
then head is what appears," he says. 

The otters are native to the area, 
and the reserve, with 80 acres of 
water, can support at IosMfaiee^TTus 
year. Mr Wilson has 
male and two females, although me 

numbers often increase to five or six

members of the RSPB, had 
visited the reserve before, 
and were keen to actually 
see one of the rare creatures 
that look so fascinating on 
television wildlife pro¬ 
grammes.

'otter' and we turned our 
heads, it was gone." 

Mr Packer added: “I 
think there are certain ani¬ 
mals that we regard as part 
of our national herbage 
almost, and in the public’s 
mind, otters are certainly 
one of those."

As warden at Leighton Moss for 29 
years, Mr Wilson is one of the 
country's nKKt experienced otter spot¬ 
ters. "1 remember seeing my first 
otter on Coronation Day. 1953," he 
says. “I was still at school and 
everyone else was joining in the 
celebrations. I came here to do some 
birtiwatching and saw an otter." 


To make it easier for inexperienced 
watchers to react quickly to a 
sighting, he has placed marker posts 
around the three islands — Reed. 
Central and Iris — overlooked by the 
hide. “As soon as we spot one. we can 
give its position with reference to the 
islands or die posts." he explains. 

Expensive cameras and binoculars 
were poised at the open windows, 
watchers eager and exdted for a 
sighting. As time passed, the word 
wen! round that the reserve's rare 
pair of marsh harriers had appeared 
— and field glasses were focused on 
the reeds. 

The twitchers in the group were 
exdted, but it was not what most 
people had come to see. The watchers 
whispered and fidgeted, changed 
places with each other, popped 
outside to stretch their legs, but still 
no otter. 

At 10.20pm, almost too dark to see 
movement in the water. Mr 

filson derided to call it aday. On the 
way back, his pocket bat detector 
picked out some activity, which 
provided some compensation. 

"I was disappointed," Mrs Lowe 
said. “When we set out I just expected 
to see them.

Applause for a 
comic tern 


A name that has entered 
the birdwatcher’s vo¬ 
cabulary in recent 
years is “comic tern". No such 
bird exists: the phrase is an 
abbreviation of “common or 
arctic tern". These two species 
are hard to distinguish when 
you get only a distant glimpse, 
and “comic" conveniently cov¬ 
ers them both. 

Both species are summer 
visitors to Britain, the arctic 
terns nesting mainly in the 
north and west, the common 
terns more-widely round the 
coasts and at a few places 
inland. 

They are a beautiful race of 
birds, sometimes called “sea- 
swallows" because of their 
forked tails with long stream¬ 
ers. 'They are mainly white 
and grey, like seagulls, but 
have a light, rising-and-falling 
motion as they patrol above 
the sea, looking down for fish. 

The two species often nest 
together, on sand and shingle, 
or sometimes, in the case of the 
arctic terns, on thin turf on a 
cliff top. Like many spedes of 
tern, they both have black caps 
in summer, and the only 
obvious difference between 
them is the colour of their 
beaks. The common tern has a 
scarlet beak with a blade tip; 
the arctic’s is a pure blood-red. 

When they have eggs or 
young, their beaks can be even 
more bloody, because they will 
swoop down, screaming, at a 
human intruder, and peck 
him hard on the scalp. Alter¬ 
natively. they will drop a 
stream of liquid faeces on him. 

1 put up the hood on my jacket 
when I was locking at some 
nestling arctic terns a few 
years ago. and it is still neatly 
bisected by a white line; 

Terns compete with herring 
gulls for nest sites in some 
areas, and on the Isle of May 
the unfortunate gulls have 
been culled lo give the terns a 
better chance. Just now, the 
terns mostly have young that 
have wandered away from the 
nest but still cannot fly — 
rather podgy, ugly birds. They 
will be fledged fay the end of 
the month. 

The arctic terns will be the 
first to leave. This species 
makes the longest migratory 
flight of all the birds in foe 


world. Some of them spend the 
summer around the pack-ice 
in foe Arctic, and for our 
winter go down as far as the 
pack ice in the Antarctic. 

The common terns drift off 
more slowly, to winter along 
the west coast of Africa. They 
are often seen along rivers, or 
over lakes and reservoirs, as 
they head south. 

There are two other species 
of tern that are fairly common 
breeders in this country, the 
little tern and the sandwich 
tern. The little tern is no bigger 
than a blackbird, and I find it 
particularly attractive, lively 
but approachable. It has a 
black cap but also a white 
forehead, and a yellow beak. 
You quite often see one. or a 
pair, flying to and fro off a 
baffling beach, calling with 
sharp cries, and hovering on 
quick-moving wings before 
diving. 

T hey nest in rather more 
scattered colonies, and 
often choose holiday 
beaches, which has done them 
some harm. 

Sandwich terns nest in foe 
common tern colonies and 
among black-headed gulls. 
They are easily distinguished: 
they are larger than the com¬ 
mon terns, they have black 
beaks with yellow tips, and 
their black caps end in a 
rakish crest at the back of the 
head. Their nestlings are quite 
different, with noticeably 
hairy or spiky down. 

Thai leaves, among British 
nesting terns, foe roseate tem. 
It is Die least common, nesting 
only on a few islands. But it is 
an especial thrill to see one 
because of its rarity and 
because it is such an exquisite 
bird: its beak black, its forked 
tail even longer than those of 
the “comic” terns and (as its 
name suggests) its whole body 
suffused with a delicate pink 
in summer.

T his article is about a health 
food shop. No, don't stop 
reading. Repress the de¬ 
sire to yawn. This is a 
health food shop like no other you 
have ever seen; a veritable Hantxls 
of health food shops, where you can 
buy everything from gourmet baby 
food to organic “champagne". 

On its shelves are stacked prod¬ 
ucts so enticing, you would not 
dream they were good for you. 
Lemon and pepper fettutine. olive 
and garlic bread, blue commeal 
flour, rosemary flavoured olive oil. 
orchard blossom honey and rasp¬ 
berry conserve with wild raspber¬ 
ries. The products come from every 
comer of the world, from Peru to 
Japan. 

WDd Oats (for that is the name of 
this seductive emporium) is the 
brainchild of Stephen Mosbacher, 
a former antiques dealer who. ten 
years aga decided to switch from 
selling chaises longues to 
wholefoods. It was partly a person¬ 
al desire for a change of direction, 
partly a business decision: “I 
looked into the future and saw 
what was going to happen when we 
ran out of antiques. 

“My fellow dealers said I was 
mad. My accountant begged me 
not to do it because there was no 
passing trade. It wasn't even as if 
there were no other competition — 
there were already five other health 
shops within a mUe.” 

Mr Mosbacher proved the 
doubters wrong. Occupying 3,000 
square feet of sales space, his shop 
is now among the biggest of its kind 
in Britain. “We don’t necessarily 
think that large is beautiful.” he 
says. “It’s a matter of being able to 
give people choice."

Despite the cath¬ 
olicity of his range Mr Mosbacher 
is particular about what he will 
take in. “We’re incredibly critical. 
There are a lot of health food shops 
which stock food that isn’t healthy 
at all —products like sesame snaps 
contain lots of sugar." 

He speaks with the enthusiasm 
of the convert. When he first 
opened the shop he was not a 
vegetarian. Now he, his wife Jan 
and 12-monih-old Poppy follow an 
almost wholly vegan diet based on 


rice and vegetables. “A lot of people 
are turning to macrobiotic diets 
because they find normal diets 
don’t work. When I get asthma, 
which I generally do in the sum¬ 
mer. a macrobiotic diet will reduce 
the symptoms by up to 90 per cent" 
While he now finds it hand to 
understand why people don't eat 
more sensibly, he does not preach 
to his customers. “We fry not to 
push our views down their throats. 
If they ask for meat we say ‘Sony, 
we haven’t got it’, but we’re not 
holier than thou."

Frances Bissell presents holiday dishes 
with a traditional Gallic flavour 



YEARS ago, when 
my husband, Tam. 
and I bad the urge 
to go to EranceL fer¬ 
tile weekend but 
couldn’t afford it, we 
would buy food arid 
wines to put us in a 
Prem* mood. We shall be at home 
for next week’s Bastille Day fite . 
nadonale, but I will cook scone 
very French food so that we can 
alterinto the spirit of ft. 

This time last year we were in 
,-ANormandy and loved the sump¬ 
tuous dishes made with the local 
daily produce. I have used some of 
them m todays cheese and apple 
tart recipe. It is not something J 
came across in Normandy, and I’m 
not sure if the French would 
approve, but the English apple pie, 
baked with a slice of Wenskydale 
under the crust, proves that A is a 
good combination. 

If you’re in the mood for some¬ 
thing simpler, you will like my 
suggestions for easy puddings with 
a French flavour. 

The brandade recipe is: not. 
authentically French but it is,.: 
nonetheless, delicious. Instead of 
soaked and poached salt cod. I 
have used nndyed smoked had- J 
dock fillet poached in milk and 
olive oil which, as in the authentic 
recipe, are added hot and blended 
% with the fish. This simplified 
version makes a marvdlous starter r 
or snadt^ft is important to use 
plump, moist undyed fish. 

You can fofiow the same method 
to make an unusual brandade of 
salmon, poaching fresh salmon in 
rnffle and ohve on, then mashing it 
in tiie food processor with the 
liquid and a little smoked salmon. 

The main course wifi depend on 
how many people 1 am feeding. If 
there are just the two of us, I wiH 
use my ridged, cast-iron griddle 
and gjrill some lamb fillet and- 
sliced courgettes. The smell always 
reminds me erf dining outdoors in 
Paris at one of the many Algerian 
restaurants cm the Left Bank.

C ross-legged cm a mat 
of plaited pandantis 
leaves, we fiddle with 
the huge hibiscus 
blossoms behind our ears, 
check the light meters on our 
cameras (for die sky has 
suddenly gloomed over), and 
wait for the local Fijian enter¬ 
tainment to commence. 

I shiver involuntarily, then 
wonder why. Partly it must be 
a reaction to the unexpected 
drop in temperature, the 

breeze overhead rustling in foe 

coconut palms; partly It's foe 
effect of the ceremonial kava (a 
soapy, overrated local bever¬ 
age which slowly numbs foe 
. inside of your head, starting at 
the tongue). But partly, alas, 
foe shiver is because it has 
finally arrived, the moment f 
was dreading: foe moment 
when I can't quite remember 
whether I am the Queen. 

1 have resisted it for ten 
days, this sensation of im¬ 
pending highness-ness. Well, 
what else does it fed like, 
processing westwards 
through the verdant coral- 
rimmed islands of foe South 
Pacific, from one fabulous 
airport greeting to foe next? 
“Welcome to Tahiti!", they say 
(with French accents); “Wel¬ 
come to Rarotonga!";-“This is 
Fiji! Take your time! Have a 
coconut!-. Every place you 
arrive in foe South Seas, day 
or night, there seems to be tne 
same small combo of hand¬ 
some, dark-skinned men in 
bright shirts and red lava- 
lavas (gaberdine skirts) play¬ 
ing guitars and ukuleles, 
singing rich island harmonies, 
while beautiful strangers lay 
strings of damp, fragrant gar¬ 
denias around your neck. It is 
hardly surprising if, in the 
end, you start to believe it is 
your due. 

Being in a press corps only 
adds to the identity confusion, 
for everywhere we go there is 
the equivalent of foe royal 
smefipf fresh paint, as we are 
askerTfo look at a new bold, a 
new boat a new poolside bar 
— or an old one painstakingly 
rebuilt after being knocked flat 
by a cyclone. We have become 
experts on overwater bunga¬ 
lows (built on stilts and de¬ 
signed with glass coffee tables 
through which you can watch 
the fish beneath), swimming- 
pool design (ever heard of the 
ice-cube effect?), roof-thatch¬ 
ing. rope-wrapping. 

In one vastly expensive new 
hotel, the Lagoon Resort at 
Bora Bora in Tahiti-Polynesia 
(cost £30 million), local crafts¬ 
men have toiled for months to 
decorate each beam and joist 
on the principle that if it 
doesn't move, carve it The 
effect is stunning. Unfortu¬ 
nately. in their untamed en¬ 
thusiasm these artisans also 
fashioned any natural protu¬ 
berance of wood into the 
likeness of foe male member. 
The manager was obliged to 
go around afterwards with a 
Chain saw. smartly slicing 
them all off.

“Have you come far?- 1 
asked one hotel manager, 
before realising with alarm 
what Id said. But it is only at 
this thrilling moment, in. a 
suddenly chilly coastal village 
in Yasawa, a remote island of 
Fiji, that I finally give way to 
that full sensation of 
rpyalness. when I remember 
Victoria Wood’s description of 
the Queen having natives 
waggle their doodahs at her. 
For here at Yasawa, it is doo¬ 
dah time. The entire village 
has dressed up for us. to 
perform a good-humoured 
meke (traditional song and 
dance), adorned with freshly 
made skirts and arm-hands efi 
bright green foliage. Their 
chief greets us; we thank him; 
we feel welcome, beloved, and 
drunk with sun. The singing 
starts falteringly and swells to 
full choir, and then, last of all 
comes foe waggling. 

Evidently they do it every 
week, this meke, which is the 
surprising thing, because they, 
don’t look bored; far from ft. 
They smile a lot and obviously 
enjoy the ritual dancing, espe¬ 
cially foe older men, gap- 
toothed and grizzled, who 
stamp their solid beds so hard 
on the dry grass that foe land- 
crabs in their gritty beach- 
holes 40ft away must bounce 
and rattle and bump their 
heads and think “blimey, 
Thursdays". The dance is a 
war dance, in which foe men. 


in perfect unison, jab their 
spears skywards, pointing 
them like guns at imaginary 
overhead pheasants. slap 
palm-leaf ferns against their 
bodies, and fix. us with mock- 
fierce expressions that make 
us laugh. It’s good fun, and the 
village women giggle openly. 

"That old bloke fought foe 
Japanese in foe Solomon Is¬ 
lands,” says someone behind 
me. (Fortunately the nearby 
Japanese tourists don’t hear.) 
'The Fijians were brilliant at 
jungle combat It’S only a 
couple of generations.' yew 
know, since they were canni¬ 
bals.".. Slightly longer than 
that, actually, although, 'foe ' 
odd (extremely odd) cannibal 
joke is still told at Fijian kava 
ceremonies.

B ut it is strange to be

B IN A small room. 

sheltered from the 
barren Birm¬ 
ingham landscape. 
Sister Dorrell and l 
poured warm water 
into basins, washed 
each other's feet and 
wiped them with towels. Sister 
Dorrell was my guide, and this was 
the “service of humility" that 
always precedes communion at the 
Seventh Day Adventist church in 
Camp Hill. Our actions followed 
those in John xiii. 1-15, when Christ 
washed the feet of his disciples and 
instructed them to do the same. 

As the 400 men and women, 
mostly of West Indian origin, filed 
out of the two separate rooms 
where this ceremony had taken 
place, each dipped a hand into a 
“lucky-dip" basket and pulled out a 
biblical text Mine read: “Acquaint 
now thyself with Him. and be at 
peace, thereby good shall come 
unto thee" (Job xxii. 21). 

Over the past few months. Ad¬ 
ventists must have felt as if they 
were undergoing the trials of Job. 


David Koresh. a former Adventist 
claimed his Branch Davidian sect 
was an offshoot of the church and 
succeeded in attracting some Brit¬ 
ish Adventists into the cult. Some of 
them died in the flames that 
engulfed the Waco compound in 
April. Adventists deny any link 
between themselves and Koresh, 
and in four hours of non-stop 
worship at Camp Hill. I foiled to 
detect any of the fanaticism of the 
Waco sect 

Adventists run their lives by a 
strict and unquestioning adherence 
to scripture and believe that 
Christ's return is imminent We 
met on Saturday morning, not 
Sunday, because they observe the 
sabbath from sunset on Friday to 
sunset on Saturday. They abstain 
from alcohol or other drugs, and 
for communion we had non-alco- 
holic wine. They pay a tithe of gross 
income, do not eat pork and believe 


in the Protestant doctrine of salva¬ 
tion through faith alone. 

Worldwide, the church is grow¬ 
ing by 7 per cent a year and now 
riaims more than five million 
people in 25,000 congregations in 
1S4 countries. In Britain there are 
more than 18,000 Adventists, and 
the number is growing steadily. 

Our morning's worship bad 
begun with “sabbath school", a 
service of song, study and personal 
witness. As well as a minister and 
his assistant the church has 12 
elders and large numbers of dea¬ 
cons and deaconesses. Elders are 
lay leaders of the church, and 
deacons mid deaconesses help with 
practical matters-The women were 
active in areas such as Bible study, 
but the second half of the service, 
divine worship,, was male-led. 
Women cannot be ordained as 
ministers, although tie issue is 
under study by the worldwide 


general conference of the church, 
which takes place every five years. 

After singing from the chinch 
hymnal, we broke up into groups of 
about 20 to study the life, of 
Timothy, as told in Paul's tetters. 
We were urged to emulate the 
“caring concern" Paul showed for 
Timothy on his mission to Ephe¬ 
sus. Next came a testimony from 
Sister Marjorie, who described a 
recent mission to "witness” to 
people on the streets of a 
Birmingham suburb. “A lot of 
people did want to know something 
about die Bible.” she said. 

Aider a blessing and a short 
break, we went on to the divine 
worship, which this week was 
asnmunioo. After prayers, hymns 
and a special welcome for all 
visitors, the pastor, Lee Wellington, 
preached on Christ as “not a 
sorrowful man, bid a man of 
sorrows". In the manner of many 


talented preachers, Mr Welling¬ 
ton a slight chanrring man 
the pulpit. seemed to grow several 
feet in height as he moved from a 
quiet beginning to a thundering 
dimax-“Jesus Christ is die basis « 
and the provider of both. our 
spiritual life and our physical lifei" 
he said. "His sorrow was not that 
men injured Him, not that men 
tried to destroy Him. It was that 
men destroyed their own lives.'’ 

Thoroughly chastened, I.went 
into the service of humility. -They 
simple act of washing another# 
feet coming after more than two 
hours of worship and with another 
to go. was remarkably effective in 
easing away stress. 1 left after 
communion, which-we received in 
our seats, feeling that not only ray 
feet had been washed, but that I 
had been cleansed all over, fresh¬ 
ened up to begin another wedt after 
the seventh day had ended.

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Francesca Greenoak inspects a meticulous restoration that illuminates an obscure period of garden design 


FRANCESCA GREENOAK 



T he great restored east par¬ 
terre pi Audtey End, near 
Saffron Walden in Essex, 
was about to have its 
official opening, but I primly 
averted my eyes as 1 made my way 
to the ceremony in the Great Hall 
on the west of the splendid Jacobe- 
an building: This particular par¬ 
terre, originally made for the 3rd 
Lord Braybrooke and his wife in 
ffielJBOs; was intended to.be seen 
from their new reception rooms bh. 
the first floor of the house, and in 
the event, I believe, this is still the 
most dramatic viewpoint — at- 
though the colourful Clamour be¬ 
low may come as a surprise to 
gardeners whose eye has became 
accustomed to the neat box-edges of 
earlier parterres. 

Forget the crisp enclosed geome¬ 
try of box and gravel, and thelater 
patterned beds, bright with their 
densely planted annuals. The nu- L 
merous cutout strips, curves and 
tadpole shaped beds of the stylish 
1830s garden are softened and 
blurred by the commotion o"f plants 
within them. Annuals are few — a 
strikingly effective display of blue 
Convolvulus tricolor and glowing 
beds of eschscholzia — for the 
planting is mainly perennial. . 

The whole repertory of the flower 
garden of the period seems to be 
included. Irises, gladioli and 
martagon lilies rise spfldly beside 
busy bergamots, peonies and 
astrantias. Pretty Viola comuta in 
blue and white, golden hyper- 
icuzns. bright scarfet lychnis, sal¬ 
vias and fountains of lemon 1 
flowered sisyrinchiurn. There are 
flowering shrubs such as fuchsia 
and some of the most beautifully 
scented old roses: the damasks. 
Madame Hardy and lsphaKan 
(white and pink respectively), the 
velvety purple gallica Chartes.de 
Mills, and old China roses. 

The head of gardens, Ptteir 
Clarke, who has brought to Audky- 
End his considerable experience in . 
restoring period gardens, has 
searched hard to find the original 
cultivars, including popular flow¬ 
ers of the period arch as the - 
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Exterior decoration: the parterre at Audley End has benefited from the experience of Peter Clarke (top), the head of gardens 


evening primrose ( Oenothera 
tetragona), old kinds of phlox and 
Marvel of Peru (Mirahi/is jalapa). 

The display, which stretches 
froma large alcove between the two 
wings of the house, forward across 
the wide lawn to foe ha-ha, is. an 
early version of the parterre flower 
^ gardejuLord Braybraoke, and his 
wife toured extensively in order to 
find a style of garden to set off the 
new.east facade of their home, 
deciding finally on a design in¬ 
spired by the. geometries of 17th- 
cehlury French gardens. William 
Sawrey Gilpin, one df .'the most 
fashionable garden designers of the 
day. Was called to to advise on the 
new enterprise. The resulting flow- 
er garden, with its sheiterbelt 
shrubberies, relates interestingly to 
the contemporary interiors, with¬ 


out interfering with the surround¬ 
ing 18th-century landscape design 
of Capability Brown or toe original 
Jacobean style of toe house. 

English Heritage, its advisers 
and use consultants carried out 
meticulous research to ensure his¬ 
torical precision. Archaeological 
investigation was combined with 
documentary and later photo¬ 
graphic evidence to piece together 
toe shapes of 170 beds and their 
plants. It has taken ten years and, 
with the equally precise restoration 
of the house, gives a remarkable 
insight Into a little-known period.

WATER plants which help to 
oxygenate the water can be orna¬ 
mental as well as functional.

It will 
grow upwards, raising its beauti¬ 
ful foliage out of toe water. Mine 
has survived the last few winters 
but h is not as hardy as pondweeds 
of the Elodea types, for example, 
so it is wise to overwinter some to 
water indoors (treat them as house- 
plants). The rapidly reproducing 
common duckweed is of arguable 
value, but the dainty, ivydeaved 
duckweed. Lemma trisulca. is a 
useful water purifier.

Having a ball with 
boules in Bath 


F orget the gentle bril¬ 
liance of a perfectly 
tended green with fig¬ 
ures in white flannels moving 
in courteous order, skilfully 
rolling large, heavy bowls 
across the manicured turf. 
Instead, turn your mind to the 
most popular form of French 
bowls, pitanque . which is 
catching on like wildfire in 
Britain — and many other 
countries of the world. This is a 
game of gritty paths, any 
clothes you care to throw on, 
fun. shouting and a killer 
instinct to chuck (sorry, lob) 
this smaller bowl so it lands 
with a thud either as near the 
tiny jack as possible, or on top 
of other well placed bowls, 
smashing them out of the way. 

All you need to play is a set of 
pitanque bowls, or boules to 
give them their more common 
French name, and an open 
space. Pitanque can be played 
one to one or in two. three or 
four-person teams. A half¬ 
moon is drawn in the grit with 
the foot to show where players 
must stand, and the jade is 
tossed a distance of about 
seven yards. The boute is held 
in the palm, with the back of 
the hand facing forward. The 
skill lies in perfecting a flick of 
the wrist which gives it a 
backspin, preventing it from 
rolling once it has hit the

ground, and a determination 
fiercely to dispute everyone 
dse's tactics. The winning 
tea m gets as many points as it 
has boules that axe better 
placed than the best of the 
losing team. A new “end" is 
then started, and the game is 
repeated until one team scores 
11 points. They are the win¬ 
ners. and the game ends with 
all competitors arguing about 
the result. 

To get the idea of how this 
essentially French sport is 
played, go along to Queen 
Square in the centre of Bath 
tomorrow. There local hote¬ 
liers and restaurateurs will be 
competing against each other 
in the Bath Boules Tourna¬ 
ment, with all profits this year 
going to the Dorothy House 
hospioe. A traditional French 
cafe bar and restaurant open to 
all is being set up within the 
square, run by one of the 
founders of the event. Jean

We won a derisive first- 
round victory, thanks to the 
undisputed skin of the photog¬ 
rapher and a throw from me 
that left everyone gasping. I 
now know there are many ways 
of winning at pitanque. After 
two practice attempts, when 
the boule refused to leave my 
hand. the, third go landed off 
the path, hit the leg of a park 
bench, ran on to a concrete

I t is this endearing tri- 
ttmph of climatic hope

do or event s. If any one person 
represents that triumph, it is 
Row en a C ade. She it was who. 
inspired by a 1929 amateur 
performance of A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream in ter Conrish 
village, set about creating an 
open-air theatre for toe next 
production, on toe cliffs at the 
end of ter garden. 

This magnificent obsession 
occupied her for toe next 50 
years of ter Hfe. and has 


on a festival of plays, musicals 
and opera, performed against 
a sunning, mock-classical 
backdrop of columns and arch¬ 
es, while the waves crash at the 
foot of the cliffs beneath. At 
least, they do if die weather 
holds. An open-air theatre on 
the south Cornish coast? Was 
she mad? No, just British, and 
determined not to bow to the 
forces of nature. 

They in turn did not spare 
ter. In 1944, three Corinthian 
columns erected to enhance 
the set for the filming of scenes 
in a Stewart Granger movie, 
Love Story* blew down in a 
gale. In 1954, after a particu¬ 
larly wet summer, tbe theatre's 
funders pulled out because of 
the losses they had suffered 
But there it stands today, more 
successful than ever. A col¬ 
league recalls two visits. For 
one the weather was glorious, 
for the other it rained — “and 
everyone just got out their 
plastic macs”. 

I could leave you there, 
huddled under your plastic

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Dutch treat 
in a bam 


conversion 


Marcus Binney on the architect who has 
made a career out of agricultural eyesores 


H uw Thomas may have 
started a craze that will 
change the face of the 
English countryside. 
Or rather preserve it His new 
winning formula is the conversion 
of a typical Dutch bam — die 
characteristic, open-sided, corru¬ 
gated metal hay bam found, he 
says, on two. out of every three 
forms in the country. 

For years people have thought of 
these bams as little better than 
eyesores. Mr Thomas, an architect 
who specialises in ham conver- 


, i vt Ij

sions, cheerfully 
admits to de¬ 
molishing many 
as a sop to the 
planners when 
obtaining per¬ 
mission to con¬ 
vert an old stone 
or timber bam. 

Six months 
ago he had a 
client, a success¬ 
ful banker com¬ 
muting to New 
York, who want¬ 
ed to spend 
more time work¬ 
ing at home. 

His client lived in a former 
Victorian water tower near Win¬ 
chester. and the most obvious 
solution was a discreet annexe in 
matching red brick. But Mr Thom¬ 
as knew his client hankered after 
something sleek and modem. 

"I said, what about that Dutch 
bam behind the garage? That’s the 
most fashionable shape in architec¬ 
ture today." he says. Sir Norman 
Raster used the same rounded roofs 
for his new library at Cranfield, 
and its pedigree can be traced back 
to Le Corbusier. 

T suggested having a go at 
getting planning permission. The 
bam was redundant and quite old. 
So it stood to benefit from Hamp¬ 
shire’s policy of giving historic 
farm buildings a new lease of life.'* 
Mr Thomas says. 

like many others, the bam bore 
a plaque with the name of the 
structural engineers, in this case 



A.J. Main & Co of Glasgow. 
London and Calcutta M J was able to 
prove it dated back to 1897," says 
Mr Thomas. 

Planning permission was grant¬ 
ed in record time — it helped that 
the ground floor would remain in 
agricultural use as stables. The 
conversion satisfies the desires for 
conservation and contemporary de¬ 
sign in equal measure. The peren¬ 
nial problem, of placing windows in 
bams is resolved by creating a deep 
balcony at the south end. 

At the back is a glazed wall with 
sliding glass 
doors. There is 
just one window 
In the flank, re¬ 
placing the for¬ 
mer hayloft 
doors, but as it 
is in darkened 
glass it is barely 
noticeable. 

Inside, the 
corrugated met¬ 
al remains on 
view, though 
here the silver 
finish contrasts 
with the matt 
blade outside. 
Instead of a single layer of corru¬ 
gated metal, two layers are sand¬ 
wiched with mineral wool to keep 
the office warm in winter and cool 
in summer. 

The conversion cost around 
£100.000, but this is partly because 
of the high specification finishes, 
with oak Boots and built-in oak 
desks with twin computer stations. 

Some planners, such as those in 
Kent and Essex, have set their 
minds rigidly against die conver¬ 
sion of bams, particularly for 
residential use. Mr Thomas is as 
critical as anyone of bad conver¬ 
sions but believes they can be done 
well. Just outside Winchester is a 
magnificent bam with a day-tiled 
roof that looks as if it has not 
changed in 200 years. Inside it is a 
very different story. Fifty people are 
at work for Usbom grain mer¬ 
chants on computer screens, trad¬ 
ing by telephone, fax and modem

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Old toys are fetching staggering sums at auction in the collectors’ market. Tiffany Daneff digs for treasure in the playroom ^ 



Hands off, children, it’s business 


W ho would pay £4.600 
for a toy truck? It 
sounds like silly 
money, but that was 
die price reached at auction only 
last week by a Dinky tony. 

In the past decade, successful 
sales of Stieff teddy bears, porcelain 
dolls, Hornby trains and die-cast 
model cars have earned prewar 
and early postwar toys a pine? 
on the auction houses' calen¬ 
dar. Now these classic, re¬ 
spectable “antiques" have 
found a new competitor in 
the brash, modem toy 
ranges. 

“Star Wars toys are 
already selling." says 
Hugo Marsh, Christie's 
toy specialist As are ' 
Rubik's cube. Barbie, 

Sindy. Scalextric and even 
Fisher Price. Dismissed until 
recently by collectors as plastic 
junk, these toys now attract the 
recession-reduced purchasing pow¬ 
er of the grown-up baby-boom 
collectors. A mint condition origi¬ 
nal 1965 gold James Bond Aston 
Martin sells for E60-E80, peanuts 
compared to the' serious money 
they used to spend on art and 
antiques. 

“Anything linked to childhood 
memories does weD.” says Mr 
Marsh, who recently sold a 3ft dm 
mint condition Magic Roundabout 
model playground, made in Hang 
Kong in 1973. for £400. 

Other grown-up 1960s and 1970s 
children have been buying Corgi 
Wacky Races cars. ChittyChitty

Bang Bang and the YeUow Subma- 
rine. Prices for these vary from £40 
to £200. Fab 1, lady Penelope’s 
pink Roller, sells for £100 to £12(X 
and the elegant 1966 Batraobile 
might reach £80. 

The toy market is cyd^ 
on sale now are unfikefy fo reach 
their auction-by date until todays 
children are old enough to have 
mortgages and children of their 
own. Parents want their own 
children to share the pleasures they 
once had. Yet today’s reissued 
Ihundeibirds and Batman models 
are unlikely to achieve the same 
high prices in 20 years as their 
forerunners do how. because collec¬ 


tors have become wise to their, 
investment value. 

• • “Whatever adults don’t catch on 
jo wlU do wdJ,” says London toy 
dealer Peter McAskie. “Star Wars 
- caught people an the hop. Few 
adults kept them, and mint condi¬ 
tion models are now rare. 7 ’ 

For the same reason, he thinks 
Gbostbusters toys could become 
big, but the publicity surrounding 
the Teenage Mutant Hero Turtles 
means that too many adults will 
have preserved them. This also 
applies to the Jurassic Park toys. 

Although rare toys wffl sell even 
if they have been played with, for 
investment purposes they should 


be kept in mint condition. One 
collector says: “Look for quality, a 
toy that reflects an aspect of its age. 
then buy two: one for die children 
to play with, one to keep unopened." 

American collectors are much 
quicker at picking up on new 
trends, says Mr McAskie. The 
latest is Fisher Price toys, which 
seems extraordinary when you 
think that nearly every toddler in 
the country has played with their 
stackable plastic rings and beakers. 
The company’s toys from the 1930s. 
such as the pull-along Snoopy 
Sniffer dachshund or the Mickey 
Mouse choo-choo. sell for £50-120 
in the US. 


The current vogue is for toys in 
their original packaging, if that 
packaging is particularly rare, 
perhaps withdrawn because of an 
error, then prices will increase. “It’s 
possible." says Mr McAskie. “that 
environmental pressures may re¬ 
duce the quantity of packaging." 

Likewise, cheap and dangerous 
modem toys are likely to make the 
salerooms of tomorrow. David 
Kidd, owner of Cockthorpe Hall 
Toy Museum in Norfolk, with a 
collection of more than 4.000 toys 
from the 1950s and 1960s. sells tin- 
plafetoys in the museum shop. Five 
years ago, he was selling tin-plate 
Russian dancing dolls for £2.75 and 


Turkish fire engines for £250. 
These are no longer made and now 
fetch £24 and £35 respectively. 

Mr Kidd says: “China, India and 
many Eastern European countries 
produce tinplate toys, but they are 
becoming increasingly scarce." 
Their sharp metal edges are now 
considered too dangerous for 
young children. 

T his rise in collecting new 
toys has for no means 
edipsed the older toy mar¬ 
ket. Reflecting an ever- 
increasing demand for bears, 
Christie's will hold the first ever 
teddy-bear sale in December. 
Yvonne Bentley, a teddy-bear ex¬ 
pert, says: “Iris the bears with die 
appealing 'I want to be loved and 
cared for faces that raise the 
bidding." Evenrdative youngsters, 
bears made in the 1950s. which 
would have been scorned ten years 
ago, now fetch £150. 

Although no Tiny Tears dolls 
have appeared in salerooms yet. 
Sindy and Barbie do wriL A unique 
Sindy, dressed by Vivienne 
Westwood, recently fetched £1,000. 
while her first-edition sisters, boxed 
with their original 1950s gear, 
regularly fetch £200. 

Meanwhile Action Man, miss¬ 
ing, presumed dead, sinoe 1965, 
returns to toy shops this year. He 
now sells for £14.99, but early 
models are already double that 
price and rising- 
Never mind what your children 
say. remember, some toys are not 
meant to be played with.

The stress of deciding on colours for the home can be too much 
for some couples, Nicole Swengley reviews compatible hues 



A COUPLE l know 
who live separately 
cite incompatible 
colour choice as the 
cause of their break¬ 
up. This is not as 
l ludicrous as it may 

seem: if moving 
house is listed as one of the most 
stressful events in family life, 
decorating it. as every couple 
knows, must seriously threaten to 
break the ties that bind before a 
compromise, with which neither 
may be really happy, is found 
The British reserve, a dull cli¬ 
mate and a reverence for decorat¬ 
ing with antiques mean that many 
of us still feel most comfortable 
with good old magnolia or white. 

Now English Heritage is dis¬ 
cussing the use of historic colours 
in the home with a leading paint 
manufacturer, and hopes to pro¬ 
duce leaflets, a video and an 
exhibition on the subject next year. 

“It’S important that people un¬ 
derstand how colours were used 
historically." says John Ftdier, of 
English Heritage. “For example, a 
comice relates architecturally to a 
wall, so both should be the same 
colour. Similarly, 19th-century in¬ 
ternal joinery was often chocolate 
brown, which sounds dull but 
becomes much more attractive 
when complemented by the richer 
colours available to the Victorians.” 

: The National Trust, which has 
been swamped with requests for 
information about the use of paints 
in its properties, launched the NT 
range of 57 paints in conjunction 
with the paint manufacturers Far¬ 
row & Ball to meet die demand for 
historically related colours. 

: Similarly, Sanderson's Portfolio 
Collection is based on fabric sam¬ 
ples from the company's extensive 
archives. Jts design manager. Gil¬ 
lian Farr, says: “Over die past few 
years people have become more 
interested in putting older houses 
bade to the style in which they were 
built This is reflected in the popu¬ 
larity of our William Moms wall¬ 
papers and printed and woven fab¬ 
rics developed from our archives." 

Some interior designers say that 
choosing appropriate shades de¬

pends not only on a home's 
architectural style, location and 
size of rooms, but on the owner's 
personality, age and outlook. Gor¬ 
don Lindsay, whose interior design 
partnership is based in west 
London, says: “Colour is a personal 
thing and a designer can only ever 
be a catalyst in this choice. 

“It can be quite predictable, with 
open, forthcoming people picking 
bolder, brighter colours. The prob¬ 
lems start when you're working for 
a couple who are trying to blend 
two personalities into one.” 

Juliet Jowitt of Wood House 
Design, based in Ripon. North 
Yorkshire, believes that geographi¬ 
cal factors are as influential as per¬ 
sonality traits. The northern light 
is harsher, so people go for less 
blue and choose sorter shades and 
fewer primaries than in the south." 


She says a large northern house 
would have, typically, a yellow 
halL a coral or cream living-room, 
a red or beige drawing-room and 
dark green or red dining-room. But 
she adds: “You can't be too simplis¬ 
tic about the influence of person¬ 
ality on colour choice. I’ve just 
decorated a house for a friendly, 
but restrained, older couple who 
chose crushed raspberry for the 
living-room and bright blue and 
yellow for die bedroom." 

After reading the home and 
design magazines you might be 
forgiven for drinking that colour is 
all back to nature, with wad- 
coverings in creams, off-whites and 
taupes. terracotta tiles or muted 
sea g rass flooring, and textured, 
natural-fibre furnishings. But 
Emma Wariow. the features editor 
of Homes & Gardens, says: “I’m 
not sure people are doing this as 
much as ift been written about Its 
true thqr aren’t ragging or stip¬ 
pling so much and are using plain 
blocks of colour on walls, but 
str on ger colours are increa si n gl y 
being used. People are more aware 
erf the way odour can work with 
regard to mood and dimension." 

In her book. Trida Guild on 
Colour (Conran Octopus, £19.99). 
Ms Guild encourages home-own¬ 
ers to be true to their feelings and, if 
they like a daring colour, to use it 
“It's important to notice your 
response to colour and not be put 
off by a fear that itll be a mistake,” 
she says. Her designs are influ¬ 
enced by a wide palette of impres¬ 
sions. "A fruit market can be just as 
inspirational as a trip to India.” 

The use of colour is also cyclical 
as the decorator John Sutcliffe 
shows in his book Decorating 
Magic (Frances Lincoln, £18.95). In 
the mid-19th century, when many 
new pigments became available, 
the middle classes favoured 
mauves and magentas, crimson, 
Prussian blue, maroon, yellow and 
deep green. William Morris re¬ 
vived vegetable dyes to create a 
clever, softer mixture of shades 
towards the end of the century. and 
the introduction of pure titanium 
white has been significant in deco¬ 
rating schemes since the 1920s. 
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Blue mood: the “Sundance” look from Osborne & Little. “Our colourists see a trend towards more naturals and nentrals," Peter Osborne says 


Painters’ palettes still influence 
decoration. The textile company 
Christian Rscfabacber offers de¬ 
signs by the artist Raoul Dufy on 
silks, cottons and linens, and the 
Designers Guild sells fabrics de¬ 
signed by the co n te mp orary artists 
Howard Hodgkin. Kaffe Fasset 
and Michael Hemdorfl. 

Some of the furnishing trends for 
mixing pattern and colour have 
stepped straight from the 
grunge/hippy catwalk collections, 
while simple Hnen and calico 
dothes echo the vogue for minimal 
Shaker-style interior decoration. 

Use Crawford, tile editor of Elle 
Decoration, believes there are two 
colour camps: the natural look and 
the stronger, more pigment-based 
colours inspired, by India and 
South America. “Colour can dis¬ 
guise a number of sins, whereas 


you need really good architecture 
for whites." she says. 

Colourists at Sanderson say that 
neutral colours from buff to terra¬ 
cotta are increasingly popular, as 
are Mediterranean golds and 
yellows. Indeed, the theme for the 
public areas at Decorex. the annual 
furnishing trade fair (September 
26-29), where Sanderson and 170 
other companies are exhibiting, is. 
gold, ochre, yellow and orange. 

Peter Osborne, of the fabric and 
wallpaper specialists Osborne & 
Little, says: “Our colourists see a 
trend towards more naturals and 
neutrals, complemented by hot 
Mediterranean colours and dear, 
crisp, jewd-fike colours." 

liberty's furnishings . buyer, 
Ewan Douglas, believes that a 
cream linen-look in furnishing 
fabrics and beeflinen win be next 


season's success story. Prints have 
to be really stunning now to offset 
the natural look. liberty’s “Silhou¬ 
ette” fabric, with a J9flHxntury 
Chinese lantern figurative design, 
is a best-seller. 

Maty Fox Linton, an interior 
designer, says: “With such a wide 
range of fabrics and colours tm the 
market I see at least four'trends-. : 
developing: peofrfe who prefer tra¬ 
ditional colours decorating in a v 
historically^ffietBate period siy fcs^fe 
some traditionalists adopting more 
luxurious colours as a sop to not 
moving house; younger people 
using masses of colour, fbe‘greens 3 
going for a natural look. '■ 

“It really dependsqayqur style of 
house and income,” she says. 

And whether, of course, your 
personality is cotour-campatible 
with that of your partner.

W hat would Brunei 
have thought? Since 
1854 his Great West¬ 
ern Royal Hotel in Padding¬ 
ton, west London, has offered 
luxurious accommodation to 
the discerning traveller. After 
139 years its pillared facade 
has acquired a stately air, 
reassuring even the most de¬ 
manding guests that here is a 
place of calm and elegant 
repose. 

Little do they know that 
below them a sweaty revolu¬ 
tion is under way. Between 
10pm and 3am every Friday 
night, the Starlight Club hosts 
the Soul Survivors Too in one 
of the hold's basements, and 
lengthy queues of happening 
young things gather to dance 
the freshest craze since ragga: 
swingbeat 

Although unbelievably pop¬ 
ular in the United S ta tes since 
the late 1980s, swingbeat has 
only recently shown signs of 
catching on over here. Finally 
bored with bouncing up and 
down to robotic baselines and 
sampled groans, British club¬ 
bers are now tuning in to this 
slick blend of traditional souL 
flash R&B vocals, contempo¬ 
rary rap. and chunky hip hop 
style beats. 

Soul Survivors Too was 
founded in 1992 by Dave 
Morrison, a DJ from that 
unlikely hotbed of soul music. 
Slough. From the moment he 
first beard a swingbeat record, 
he knew it was the only music 
he wanted to play. But dub 
promoters, he found, were 
worried about crowd trouble. 

“As it turned out the only 
real p r o b le ms I had were with 

dub promoters themselves, 
when 1 was looking for a 
venue right at the beguming,” 
he says. “Swingbeat is essen¬ 
tially smti given a 1990s treat¬ 
ment and put back on the 
dance floor. In other words it 
is young black American 
music. Because of that 1 have 
found some promoters who

tend to class it automatically 
with ragga and rap. They read 
about the shootings at ragga. 
nights and think they don’t 
want that at their dubs. But 
they are wrong. The whole 
point about swing is that it is 
very positive, with a strong 
spiritual element from the soul 
ride. In two years we have 
never had any trouble here." 


shorts were substituted fry 
trousers. 

Not to be outdone, many 
female clubbers opted for a 
sensuous, funky diva image, 
all undersized bustiers and 
slinky dresses. 

Vicky Heyser, aged 23, was 
typical of quite a few who look 
advantage of the dub’s relaxed 
dress policy to turn up in a T-

• Even a cursory glance 
around the young, mixedraoe 
crowd was enough to ccmfirm 
that love, not war. is the credo 
here, and that most of foe 
dancers were more interested 
in getting the all-important 
swingbeat look right than in 
causing trouble. 

Dress for both sates is 
unsually smart and sharp for 
a modem youfocult, as if to 
ward off any gloomy thoughts 
of the recession outside. Sev¬ 
eral men sported tailored jack¬ 
ets and buttoned (fawn shirts 
— with the' twist that 


shirt and cut-off jeans. “I am 
here to sweat" she said, 
dubiously eyeing an ornately 
attired neighbour. “I like the 
smart loci but you can’t dance 
mafl that clobber, you'd melL" 
Although foe Starlight, 
being narrow, has a relatively 
small dance Boor, foe restric¬ 
tion actually adds to the atmo¬ 
sphere. Ratiier than con¬ 
gregate in one dump, most 
soul survivors tend to spread 
along the walls, setting a 
relaxed and friendly tempo 
throughout the dub with 
people dancing wherever they 


are. Comfortable sofas, moody 
alcoves and spicy soul food are 
available for foe more mdkrw. 

“We are btdky being in 
Paddington, we don’t get 
much passing trade,” says Mr 
Morrises “Since ft is not the 
West End. you have to make 
an effort to f in d us. So only 
people of the same mind end 
up here together and get it on, 
which is why everyone says 
foe vibe is so good. I have been 
happy to let word of mouth 
bmki a following for the place. 
Now we turn people away 
almost every time.* 

Strangely, for a man who 
has bem so instrumental in 
publicising swingbeat, Mr 
Morrison can sound almost 
sad about his achievement 
with the dub. “I’ve been 
Kstening to swingheat for five 
years. It'S been run watching 
so many people grow to like it, 
some of them through my chib 
nights. But in a way I wish 
tilings could stay as they are. 

ight now everyone 
who comes down 
there- is real}? info 
teaming more about the 
mush; because theyhave only 
just discovered it There’s ho 
commercialism involved, it is 
just o itfinaiy people getting 
osHed hr a new form ot 
music. But in about two years, 
swingbeat is going to be 
massive here. The po tential is 
massive because. unlike 

techno, you can listen to it in 
your bedroom as wefl as dance 
to it in a dub. 

“Sometimes I wonder if by 
letting everyone ebe know 
about it I am spoiling it for 
mysdt” he says. But none of 
the dub bers I spoke to seemed 
Interested in such abstract 
issues, a sure sign of a good DJ 
at work. All they wanted to 
hear was foe next great track 
from Mr Morrison* 20 JOOQ 
strong record criterion.

Shock waves 
rippled Thiswas more like it A bit 
of immediacy. Alan Ycntob’s deri¬ 
sion to axe the show was paradoxi¬ 
cally exactly what Eldorado 
needed because suddenly, instead 
of a month of Sundays stretching 
out into infinity, there was literally 
no tomorrow. Anything could 
happen in the next half-hour. 

In tills final wed, therefore, we 
had teenage drug-dealing, embez¬ 


zlement murder, .betrayal post¬ 
natal depression and quasi-incest 
not to mention the extraordinary 
bombshell about Stanley Webb 
being a bigamist fortune-hunter.

Party time 

with the 
top fiddle 


A t one of the best parties I 
ever attended there was 
no drink, no dancing, no 
food, no talking, no 
naughty powders, no bodily contact 
of any kind. For most of the time we 
just sat there motionless, hands in 
laps (our own). But every now and 
then, all 3.000 of us would leap up 
and scream for more. 

More of what? Well we were in 
the Festival Hall in London, and on 
the stage was a man playing the 
violin. He had been pumng bow to 
Stead for two hours, and had long 
since finished with what Nigel 
Kennedy would call the mega- 
monsters of the violin repertoire. 

Now he was on to the fiddler's 
equivalent of after-dinner mints: 
piece after piece of 
mercurial, flashing- 
finger virtuosity. 

But this violinist 
was delivering 
them with a pa¬ 
nache and accuracy 
that defied ordinary 
comprehension. 

On only one other 
occasion have I wit¬ 
nessed such a pure 
and uncomplicated 
stream of technical 
wizardry hold a 
British audience in breathless 
thrall. That was when the octoge¬ 
narian Vladimir Horowitz played 
his final piano recital And on that 
day, at least some of the excitement 
stemmed from the feeling that the 
old boy might expire spectacularly 
at any moment in a flurry of demi- 
semiquavers. 

Bade to the violinist His name 
was Itzhak Fferiman. Between each 
encore he hobbled off the stage on 
crutches, having been struck down 
by polio at the age of four. Perhaps 
there is some contorted natural 
justice in these things: Perlman 
may have lifeless legs, but his 
hands seem larger and more 
nimble than any human has a right 
to possess, his stamina is massive 
(he took on the Albert Hall and 
three big concertos in a single 
evening once, and never put a 
finger out of place), and his mind 
and temperament are as perfectly 
tuned to his task as his E-string. 

Jascha Heifetz, who knew a thing 
or two about fiddle-playing, once 
said that a violin virtuoso must 
possess the nerves of a bullfighter, 
the vitality of a brothel madam and 
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the concentration of a Buddhist 
monk. It is possible, however, that 
the company of bullfighters, broth¬ 
el madams and even Buddhist 
monks might become trying after a 
while, whereas Perlman’s playing 
conveys such geniality, such a love 
for life, that one drinks it in. 

What’s more, the music-making 
reflects foe man. This wise-crack¬ 
ing, food-loving, poker-playing, 
family-doting, high-earning, high- 
spending New Yorker has turned 
gregariousness into an art form, 
just as surely as he has made his an 
gregarious. 

Whole forests have been Idled in 
foe cause of explaining in print why 
so many violin virtuosos have come 
from foe Jewish communities of 
eastern Europe, or 
from Jewish fam¬ 
ilies that fled to 
Israel or America. 
Isaac Stern's bon 
mot sticks in the 
mind. Asked to 
comment on an 
American-Soviet 
cultural exchange, 
the violinist 
quipped: "They 
send us their Jewish 
fiddlers from Odes¬ 
sa, and we send 
them our Jewish fiddlers from 
Odessa.” 

But how does one explain the 
phenomenon of a Pbriman. whose 
parents were not particularly musi¬ 
cal Polish emigres, eking out a 
meagre existence in lale-lMOs Isra¬ 
el? Uke many other virtuoso violin¬ 
ists, Perlman seems instinctively to 
have been drawn to the instrument 
at a precociously early age; it is 
almost as if foe violin chooses the 
child, rather than the other way 
round. "The radio was on all the 
time,” Perlman once recalled. “And 
violin music attracted me. I just 
realised: this is it,” 

This boy wonder progressed at 
spectacular speed: even in 1950s 
Israel where Polish and Russian 
emigre violinists were thicker on 
the ground than sand in the Sinai 
desert, there was soon nobody good 
enough to teach him. So he was 
packed off to America, where he 
entered that musical pressurecook- 
er called the Juflliard School. 

In those days, the focus of interest 
was not so much on ftriman the 
boy virtuoso as on Perlman the 
gallant little polio victim. “Every

concert was a human interest 
story," he said later. But that phase 
did not last long: foe awesome 
extent of the boy’s talent soon 
became far more newsworthy than 
the legacy of childhood tragedy. 

Some would daim that he is now 
the best fiddler in the world. That is 
like claiming to have seen the 
world’s greenest grass. I prefer to 
believe that we live in a golden age 
of violin-playing, and that Fferlman 
is primus inter pares in a whole 
duster of multifarious virtuosi — 
among them foe idiosyncratic 
Gidon Kroner, the intense Kyung- 
Wha Chung, the adventurous 
Anne-Sophie Mutter. 

But Perlman remains foe most 
charismatic name. The records 
selected here display very different 
facets of his output But whatever 
the music, his great gift to music- 
lovers —his power to communicate 
the most generous side of human 
nature — shines through.

Dyke is a place where it is “a 
long time ago and nor a long 
tizne ago', where savageries 
today are the long-term result 
of wrongs wreaked before the 
butchers were bom. 

Woods has a raw, tough tale 
to teH but he takes his time 
getting down to iL That is 
because he wants first to 
introduce us to the mummers 
who, it seems, still roam the 
northern counties around 
Yutetide. looking a bit like Ku 
Kha Klansmen who have 
substituted wheatsheaves for 
white cotton. They stamp 
round foe stage in their conical 
straw hats, rang drums, and 
act scenes in doggerel, notably 
one in which a fcrociaus green 
knight dashes with a ferocious 
red foreigner. This always 
leaves one or the other dead, 
but each time foe corpse is 
revived fay a shamanic doctor 


At the Black 
Pig’s Dyke 
Tricycle 


and promptly embraces his 
enemy as a brother. 

The same fraternal spirit 
does not of course, altogether 
mark the dealings of Britain 
and Eire, still less of the north 
and south of Ireland, still less 
erf the people in Woods'S play. 
The period appears to stretch 
from the aftermath of the first 
world war to the preset* day 
and may be a bit unclear to 
those for whom foe assassina¬ 
tion of Lord Leitrim and other 
such events are not key memo¬ 
ries. But that does not matter, 
for nothing much changes. As 
Stella McCusker’s lizzie Boles 
says, “revenge is foe longest 
raid, revenge doesn't know 
when to stop, and there’s some 
men who are only happy when 
there's a smell of blood". 

L izzie should know, 

because she has foe 
most to report when the 
mumroers leave the great grey 
bam in which foe and her 
daughter have watched them 
cavorting. She is a Catholic 
who married a man whose 
father and brother were killed 
for "being Protestants and 
shopkeepers and decent

people". Jack Bates (Brendan 
Laird) is next on the hit-list, his 
hands slashed to smithereens 
and his throat cut probably by 
the son of his hereditary foes 
(Peter Gowen). who covets 

(David Wflmot) betrays those 
about to bomb a local wed¬ 
ding? Let'S just say that the 
death-count at the plays eni 
reaches Jacobean proportions. 

Quit e what function foe 
rampaging straw-men per¬ 
form is hard to say. They 
variously seem intended to 
extend perspectives and hori¬ 
zons, introduce healing myths, 

present tradition ana a sense 
community, and look very 
sinister indeed. Certainly, 
their loaning presence and 
disciplined clatter impressed 
me,- but then so did every 
member of Maeiiosa 
Stafford’s cast, from 
McCusker’s wearily patient 
lizzie to Gowen’S strikingly 
menacing young nationalist 
Apart Bum anything else. 
Woods'S play is foe company’s 
lament for suffering which it 
seems controversially to see, 
not really as sectarian, not 
even as political but as foe 
expression of a deeper, mire 
intractable swinishness. Call it 
blade {tig's disease.

A dark shadow 
over childhood

Tomorrow, Channel4,830pm 
Isn’t it shocking that children 
kill? (Remember the violent 
hysteria after the death of 
Jamie Bulger? Grown men 
and women throwing them¬ 
selves in murderous rages at 
the Black Maria transporting 
Bulger's alleged killers. Bish¬ 
ops and philosophers shaking 
sad wise heads. Doom mer¬ 
chants yelling apocalypse.! 

It is shocking that children 
kill, (t goes against all our 
notions of childish innocence. 
But the really surprising thing 
is not that children have the 
capacity to commit murder, 
but that they don't do it more 
often. That’s the persuasive 
thesis of Andrew O’Hagan's 
look at the childhood world. 

O'Hagan is 25. is an editor 
on The London Review of 
Books, and his beefy frame is 
softened by a habitual slouch 
and scholarly glasses. He is 
close enough to his own child¬ 
hood — in years and imagina¬ 
tion — to remember honestly 
what it was like. He was 
brought up in an overspill 
town inhabited by refugees 
from Glasgow. It'S a neat 
place of terrace buildings and 
estates linked by tunnels and 
alleys, where “normality 
meant pursuing forms of cru¬ 
elty as if they were second 
nature". “We were fascinat¬ 
ed," O’Hagan says, “by fire

a stunning country to look at 
and is, according to Nick 
Danziger, about as interesting 
as “Bournemouth (Hit of sea¬ 
son". The hook for this pro¬ 
gramme is Danzigers attempts 
to secure an interview with 
Colonel Gaddafi, and. while 
waiting for his government 
contact (impressively named 
Omar Sharif) to come up with 
the goods, the trek he takes 
through the Sahara to the 
oasis city of Ghadames and on 
to the Acacus Caves, which are 
adorned with ancient paint¬ 
ings (and have somehow man¬ 
aged to escape being daubed 
with the stem, benevolent 
image of Colons] Gaddafi). 

Danziger is one of that 
breed of television travellers 
who seem to think they are 
more interesting and impor¬ 
tant than the subject they’re 
supposedly showing us. He’s 
not His observations are un¬ 
inspired (Libya is the “Switzer¬ 
land of Africa") and he comes 
over like a bared rich boy on a 
fancy trekking holiday. He'S a 
truculent traveller, constantly 
carping about his government 
minder, about the fact that 
there's nowhere to go in Trip¬ 
oli after nine at night about 
the incompetence of his Tua¬ 
reg guides (and on this last 
point he has some justification

By contrast, Keith Floyd is a 
delight The first of a new 
series finds our hero in Viet¬ 
nam. slapping together local 
meals on a street in Ho Chi 
Minh City (to the rather 
suspicious bafflement of pass¬ 
ers-by), being praised for the 
artistry of his spring rolls, and 
taking a culinary trip up die 
Saigon river, after which he 
prepares a pork and coconut 
dish for a platoon of Vietnam¬ 
ese soldiers, who eat his meal 
and reward him with a grate¬ 
ful slug of cobra liquor.
